AUTO.SPEEDS ON 
AS BRIDGE OPENS 


Car Breaks the Chain and 
Dashes Upon Structure. 


LIVES SAVED BY TENDER. 


Disregarding all danger signals, an auto- 
mobile containing five men was driven at 
high speed against the chain stretched 
across the east approach of the Lake street 
bridge last night and after breaking the 
chain, crossed over the structure which was 
being opened to allow a boat to pass. It 
disappeared in West Lake street. 

The men in the machine, according to Po- 
liceman P, McGuire, were all shouting and 
apparently intoxicated. Bridge Tender Jo- 
seph Wagner was turning the bridge to allow 
the vesse] to pass when. he heard the chain 
snap and looking to the end of the bridge 
saw the machine rolling onto the structure. 
He had swung the bridge severa] feet, but 
quickly reversed the power and the automo- 
bile was able to leave the west end in safety. 


Saved by Presence of Mind. 

But for'the presence of mind of the bridge 
tender the automobile and its occupants 
probably would have plunged into the open 
craw and shared the -¢fate of an automobile 
party of two men and two women who met 
death in the Calumet river at the Ninety-sec- 
ond street bridge May 20 when the machine 
went into the river. 

The speed of the car last night was such 
that Policeman McGuire was unable to note 
the number clearly, but he believes the li- 
cense tag was No. 3155. 

At the time of the accident the red signa! 
‘lHght was in operation, the electric gong 
ringing, and the chain stretched. 

Policeman McGuire, stationed at the east 
end, was standing near the bridge shouting 
and waving his hands to warn those in the 
automobile.of their danger. The speed was 
not slackened and as one of the front wheels 
grazed Policeman McGuire's back when he 
jumped. out of the way the occupants of the 
automobile laughed and continued runnbing 
at high speed. - 


Two Girls Hurt by Auto. 

Two young girls walking along Ashland 
avenue were injured when they were struck 
by an automobile which ran on the sidewalk 
in attempting to avoid a collision with an- 
other car. Neither were injured seriously. 
They were: ! 

SARIE SHYER, 11 years old, 1028 North Ash- 
land avenue; cut on atm and foot and right side 
injured. 

MARY KOSZKOSSKI, 10 yeare old, 1014 North 
Asbland avenue; bruised about the body. 

The cars were coming in opposite direc- 
tions on the same side of the street. In try- 
ing to avoid a crash both turned toward the 
sidewalk and the girls were knocked down.

ACQUIT MRS. QUINN 
OF MURDER CHARGE: 
JURY OUT 3 HOURS 


Decides Widow Is Innocent of 
Shooting Husband to Se- 
cure Insurance. 


SHE COLLAPSES IN COURT 


Excited Woman Dare Not Answer 
- Jurors’ Assuring Smile When 
They File In. 


VERDICT REACHED IN 3 BALLOTS. 


Jane Quinn, charged with the murder of her 
husband six months ago today, was acquitted 
yesterday: The jury was out slightly less 
than three hours. 

Mra. Quinn was brought into the court- 
room by a balliff. She was pale with excite- 
ment, and as she took her seat she gripped 
the chair to keep from rising. Her sister, 
Mrs. Grace Dowling, who has been if constant 


| attendance at the trial, left her usual seat 


nearthe outer bar railing and sat with the 
defendant. | 

The jury filed in quickly, and a man near 
the end smiled cheerily as he caught the 
defendant's eye. She bit her lips, but dared 
not smile until. the foreman announced 
briefly, “ Not guilty.” 


Collapses When She Hears Verdict. 

Mrs. Quinn leaped from her chair and 
tossed her hands over her head, then col- 
lapsed on the table sobbing and laughing 
hysterically’ Her sister seized herand with 
tears of joy streaming down her cheeks kept 
murmuring “ Thank God, O, thank God.” 

It was several minutes before the acquitted 
woman could get control of her nerves. Then 
still weeping she groped for the hands of 
her attorieys, who saved her in the face of 
serious circumstantial evidence, and repeated 
her thanks a dozen times. 

“*I kne 
said. “There was no other verdict that 
they could return. I have been a victim of 
circumstances my whole life. I never comuit- 
ted the crime with which I was charged, and 
the jurors believed my story. I am glad that 
I am free again after imprisonment for seven 
months.’’ 

As soon as Mrs. Quinn recovered she re- 
turned to the county jail and said her fare- 
wells to the prisoners with whom she had 
been in daily contact for six months. She left 
shorty for Pullman, where she has friends, 
announcing she would leave shortly to see 
her daughter in Omaha. 


Col. Lewis Credits Aid. 

Col. James Hamilton Lewis, counsel for 
Mrs. Quinn, made the following statement: 

“ While I appreciate the victory I want 
to say that much of the credit for the vic- 
tory is due to Archie Guerin, my assistant 
in this case.” 

Attorney Guerin now is connected’ with 
Mr. Lewis’ office, He is a brother of Web- 
ster Guerin, for whose murder Mrs. Dora 
McDonald was tried and acquitted. Fol- 
lowing the conclusion of that case Archie 
Guerin went to the office of Col. Lewis and 
took up law. Col. Lewis defended Mrs. Mc- 
Donald. 

N. P. Williams, a real estate dealer in 
Evanston, was foreman of the jury. It is 
said three ballots were taken and that the 


vote stood ten to two for acquittal on the 


first vote, ten,to two on ‘tthe second baliot, 
all voting for acquittal on the third. 


Jury Retires at 1:18. 

The jury retired at 1:18 p. m. to consider 
the verdict. The jurors discussed the case 
for about ten minutes; then, failing to agree 
on the first infarmal ballot, chose to have 
dinner before further debate. 

Hope by the progecution of a conviction and 
death sentence grew less when no decision 
had been reached by midafternoon, the gen- 
eral rule being that this comes only after 
prief deliberation. The defendant showed 
considerable nervousness in the closing ad- 
dress of Prosecutor F. M. Lowes, but gripped 
the side of her chair until her knuckles 
whitened, to conceal her feelifigs from the 
jury. She brightened perceptibly during 
portions of the charge. particularly when the 
jury: was advised that motive definitely must 


be shown. 


Lewis Cheers Client. 

Col. Lewis remained in the courtroom for 
a short time affer cheering his client as she 
went with the bailiff to her cell, ‘Then he 
went to his office, waited for a couple of 
hours for the verdict, and then left, instruct- 
ing his assistants, Archie Guerin and Elmer 
Kirkby, to attend to the formalities con- 
nected with the jury’s report. 

The agsistant state’s attorney in his argu- 
ment made no recommendations for sen- 
tence, leaving this in the hance of the jury. 
He vigorously attacked the defendant, lay- 
ing: particular strees on the words she used 
in- giving the alarm after the shooting. 

“She shouted that the house was robbed 
—and incidentally that Quinn had been shot. 
Is that the way an innocent woman would 
have spoken of it? A burglar always is the 
explanation offered by a woman.” 


Cites Macbeth Lines. 
‘Not to be outdone by Col. Lewis in literary 
embellishment, Mr. Lowes called the jury’s 
aftention to Sbakspearcen parallels. 

Tne state’s charge is that Mrs. Quinn is 
guilty of the murcer of Jolin Quinn early ip 
the morning of Nov. 2, 1911, while he wag 
lying asleep. Mrs. Quinn says the shooting 
was done by a burglar whom she sew and 
described and who took from beneath 
Quinn’s pillow 4 wallet containing $150.. The 
motive charged by the state was the coliec- 
tion of $1,500 insurance. 

The Quinn residence, where the murder oc- 
curred, is at 11055 South Michigan avenue.

AEROPLANE FALLS; 
PARMALEE KILLED 


Wright Aviator Meets Death 
Giving an Exhibition at 
North Yakima, 
Wash. 


FATAL DROP 400 FEET. 


Urged to Postpone Flight, Air- 
man Laughs and Climbs to 
‘Seat, Going to His 
Death. 


North Yakima, Wash., June 1—With a 
smile and a wave of his hand to the thousands 
who watched him, Philip O. Parmalee, one of 


the Wright aviators, took the air inthe teeth 


of a gusty west wind here this afternoon. 
Three minutes later his broken and lifeless 
body was dragged from beneath the wreck- 
age of his biplane in an apple orchard {n-the 
lower end of the Moxee valley, two miles from 
his etarting point. 
The exact cause of the disaster that plunged 
him to death probably never wil] be known. 
As he rose from before the grand stand at 
the fair grounds Parmaleeewung to the wes 
over the Yakima river. He rose to a height 
of about 400 feet and his speed increased to 
almost a mile &@ minute, although it was no- 
ticed that his plane dipped and rolled and 
seemed to be controlled with difficulty. 
When he had gone about two miles trom 
the fair grounds he swung in @ wide circle to 
the eastward for the return journey. 


Plunges Below Trees, 

As he squared away before the wind the 
great plane checked in its course, fluttered . 
a second like a wounded bird, and plunged 
below the Mne of trees: | 

It is thought by Parmatlee’s mechanicians 
that a sudden gust from one of the draws 
or small eafions that notch the sides of the 
Moxee valley struck the machine and ren- 
dered the elevating planes unmanageable. 

The body of the unfortunate aviator was 
dragged from beneath the wreckage of the 
machine by farmers who were working In 
the orchard, but his skull was fractured, and 
he must have died: instantly. 


Urged Not to Fly. 

Before he prepared for his last flight Par- 
malee was urged to postpone the exhibition, 
at least until the wind quieted but he 
laughed at the misfortune that had dogged 
the Wrights and their aviators for the last 
week and climbed to his seat. 

Mrs. Turpin, mother of Parmalee’s fellow 
aviator, who. was. injured in an accident at 
Seattle Thursday, in which two spectators 
were killed. had Parmalee to 


Angeles. 

After his tour of the northwest Parmalee 
had planned to go to Chicago to enter the 
inter-city flights. 


Friend of Parmalee Hurt. 

Los Angeles, Cal., June ‘ 1.—[{Special. ]— 
Aviator Frank Sties, a friend and comrade 
of Turpin and Parmalee, was seriously hurt 
late this afternoon. His machine was 
wrecked trying to avoid a crowd at the 
beach: He was taken to a hospital and 
now is in an unconsctous condition. 


ONE OF BEST WRIGHT FLIERS. 

Philip O. Parmalee was considered, next 
to Walter Brookins, the best flier of Wright 
machines in America. He had been flying 
about a year and a half, giving exhibitions 
un an average of two each week, and had 
met with remarkably few accidents. He 
was a participator in the aviation meet in 
Chicago last summer. 

Parmalee was one of the three American 
aviators who reached an altitude above 
10,000 feet; Beachy and Gill are the others. 

During the Chicago meet last year Parma-' 
lee was one of the entrants who tried for alti- 
tude records. 
seen to drop about 2.000 feet; then to recover | 
himself, and descend at a normal speed. 

He declared, when he reached the ground, 
that he had consulted his barografh, and 
figured that he had exceeded the record: then 
slanted his elevator for a descent. To his dis- 
may the machine responded tn the thin air 
by falling 2,000 feet. Parmalee was ill when 
he reached the ground. He said he had al- 
most lost his senses in the swift drop. 


AVIATOR KILLED IN FRANCE.

—An aeroplane with two aviators, Collar- 
deau and Robi, aboard, capsized in a squall! 
today. Robi was killed and Collardeau suf- 
fered a fractured leg. 


STEREOTYPERS BACK AT WORK. 


Return as Ihdividuals to the Ameri- 
can and Examiner—Final Blow 
to Illegal Strike. 


Nine stereotypers who quit their positions 
on May 2 returned to work last night In the 
office of the Chicago Examiner and American. 
They went back as individuals, ais the charter 
of their local union had been revoked by the 
officers of the International Stereotypers and 
Electrotypers’ union. This action by the in- 
ternational officers was a punishment of the 
local union becausé of its breaking of the 
contract which existed between the local 
union and the newspaper publishers of Chi- 
cago. 

When the stereotypers were considering a 
sympathetic strike with the pressmen the 
president of the local union had in his posses- 
sion a telegram from James J. Freel, presi- 
dent of the international union, ordering the 
men to respect the terms of their contract 
with the Chicago publishers by remaining at 
work. 

This telegram was not read at the meeting 
of the loca] union. ‘The members, therefore, 
lacking this knowledge, followed the advice 
of their local leaders and voted to etrike. 

After the stereotypers had struck President 
Freel came to Chicago and asked that @ meet- 
ing of the local union be called so he might 
talk to the members. The president of the 
local union refused to call the meeting as re- 
quested by Mr. Freel. | 


Mr. Freel then sent a letter to each member | 


of the local union ordering him to return to | 
work. This brought no response and then 
President Freel annulled the charter.

MAY NOT MAKE FIGHT ON ROOT

Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 1.—{Special. j—As 
&@ result of the visit to Sagamore Hill today 
of the Illinois delegation, a plan was mapped 
out which, it is hoped, will make even more 
certain the capture of the Republican ua- 
tional convention at Chicago. 

The delegation, which was headed*.by 
Alexander H. Revell and Medill MeCormick 
of Chicago, suggested the organization of 
an executive committee in every state to 
further the candidacy of Col. Roosevelt. 

The suggestion made a hit with the ex- 
president, who said: 

“I heartily approve of it. 
a splendid thing.” 


Invited to Chicago, 

To an inquiry as to whether he would ge 
to Chicago the colone) said: 

“ The delegates from Illinois asked me to 
go out to Chicago. I told them that my per- 
sunal intention was not to do it, certainiy 
not unless some grave emergency tp the 
shape of unfair play should arise.” 

The first step in the plan suggested by the 
I}linois men is to be the organization of the 
Roosevelt forces throughout the country. It 
is planned to eend to Chicago, a week or so 
dn sévance of the convention, an executive 
committee from every state in which Roose- 

veit délegates have been elected, or in which | 
there is a cantest...._. 

By this method !t {s expected to mobilise 
and drill an organization which will act as a 
unit On every matter which comes before 
the convention. 

As a part of this plan the Roosevelt dele- 
gates In every part of the country will be 
canvassed 4s to their views on the temporary 
chairmanship, in order that a harmonious 
agreement may be reached. 


News Given Out. 

Until after the conference there was some 
mystery as to the object of the pligrimage 
of the IlHnois delegation to Sagamore hill. 
When the meeting ended, however, the news 
of the adoption of the plan for a nationwide 
organization was given out. i 

As soon as Col. Roosevelt gave his” O. K.” 
Robert R. McCormick, who is chairman of 
the executive committee, which has already 
been formed in Illinois, said that requests 
would be sent immediately to the Roosevelt 
delegates in every state asking them to form 
organizations and elect executive committees. 

He said he expects that some time before 
the convention opens the committees will be 
in Chicago. These committees will form, a

major organization with the expectation of “/ 


reaching a decision upon every point of im- 
portance before it comes up In the conven- 
tion. 


‘ Expects to Win. 

“We hope that all the states will do as 
we have doneg said R. R. McCormick, 
“and send their representatives to Chicago 
a week or so before the convention opens. 
It 1860 Tilinois, alded by Pennsylvania, or- 
ganized the convention for Lincoln and the - 
right of the people to rule. We expect to 
do the samé' thing this time.” 

McCormick said by this means he hoped 
that the delegates would take charge of the 
convention. 

There pribably will be no opposition oef- 
fered by the Roosevelt forces to the election 
of Senator Root as temporary chairman at 
the Chicago convention. 

This also was practically decided at the 
conference at which Maine and North Care- 
lina were represented as well as LUlinols. 

The colonel: himself was not willing: to 
make a formal statement that he had ceased 
to oppose Root’s election. While he admit- 
ted that his visitors today favored such @ 
course, he was disposed to consider the mat- 
ter further. 

“T want,’ he said, “to hear from som 
more of the delegations before I commi 
myself about the temporary chairmanship. 7 
want to get in touch with al! these gentle 
men first.’’ 


Roosevelt Tells of Conference. 

Pressed for an account of his conferences 
today, Col. Roosevelt summed them up as 
follows: 

“ These gentlemen regarded the question @ 
the temporary chairmanship as absolutely 
unimportant, and thought that whatever the 
chairman said would represent only his opin- 
ion and the opinion of the national commit- 
tee, and in no way the opinion of the national —

Succumbs at Heidelberg 
While on Tour. 


PLANNED BIG BUILDINGS. 


New Field Museum One of Pet 
Schemes; Beautifying Work . 
Elsewhere Unfinished. 


The founder of the Chicago plan, Daniel 
Mudson Burnham, died yesterday in Heidel- 
berg, Germany. He did not live to see his 
Greatest idea, the beautifying of Chicago, 
actually and tangfbly under way. Much of 
his work along similar lines in other cities 
remains umfinished. 

Mr. Burnham was 66 yéars old. He had 
been serously ill only a few hours when 
he died of diabetes, a Gisease which had 
troubled him for some time. He wae travel- 
ing with his wife, his son, Hubert Burn- 
ham; his daughter, Mrs. A. B. Well® and 
Mr. Wells, at the time of his death. They 
hed been motoring through France, Italy, 
and Germany when the ‘Chicago architect 
became suddenly ill. He died at 6 o’cleek in 
the morvirg. : 
: Paid Tribute at Concert. 

Few details of Mr. Burnham's death were 
received by his relatives in Chicago, and the 
funeral arrangements are not known. The 
party abroad will return to the United States 
on June 28 by the Amerika. 

Tribute to his memory asian earnest worker 
tm the field of art and a generous patron of 
music was paid last night at the final concert 


/ot the North Shore festival., News of Mr. 


Burnham's death was received just before 
the concert. He was a director of the Chi- 
cago Orchestral acsociation and of the North 
Shore Festival association. As a fitting me- 
morial Mr. Stock and the orchestra inter- 
polated the funeral -march from “ Die Gét- 
terdimmerung”’ and the A Cappella choir 
ef the Northwestern university offer & song 
of praise.

Mr. Burnham was born in Hendereon; NX. 
Y., Sept. 4, 1846. He came to Chicago in 1856 
and was educated here and in Massachu- 


setts. He studied architecture in Chicago | 


and was a boyhood friend of Charles 1. 
Hutchinson, president of the Art institute, 
and of Zéward B. “Butler, whose interest 
fa art and architecture is great. 


World’s Fair Architect. 

The architect begam to be well known fol- 
lowing his building of the first skyscraper. 
He was made chief architect and director of 
works of the World's Fair in 18%, and from 
then on hie career furnished a succession 


of triumphs in architecture. [Im the last 


ten or fifteen years he has made the plans 
for buildings that are valued at $1,000,000,0vv. 
Nearly every large city in the country has 
one of Mr. Burnhem’s buildings as one 
of the sights of the city. 

Since he began hig work of municipal beau- 
tification a few years ago, several cities 
have been entirely reconstructed along his 
plans. San Francisco, following her de- 
struction by earthquake, was built up on 
the ideas which Mr. Burnham ‘furnished. 
Manila was made one of tle ae cities 
of the world through him. 

Proud of Chicago Plan. 

The mall at Washington around thecapitol 
and the Washington monument were out- 
Mned from Mr. Burnham's plans. Portland, 


Minneapolis, Brooklyn, N. Y., and-Cleveland |

felt his Chicago plan was his greatest ‘work. 

The greatest piece of buildimg architecture 
done by Mr. Burnham probably is his Union 
station in Washington, D.C. He considereg 
thie and the plans for tne new Field museum 
as among the very best things. His best 
standing work in Chicego, however, is un- 
doubtedly the Orchestra hall, a masterpiece 
fm musical architecture.

Illinoisans Support House Bill to

WAS FIRST OFFICER KILLED. 


He Organized Zouaves.and Lived in 
White House with Lincotn.

Residents -of Dlinois who have. w:irtime 
recollections are interested’in a bill intro- 
duced in the house of representatives by 
John R. Farr of Pennsylvania to appro- 
priate $25,000 to erecta monument in Wash- 
ington to Col. Ephraim Elmer Ellsworth. 
He was the\ first Union officer killed in the 
war between the states. 

Before ‘the opening of the war Col. Ells- 
worth was in President Lincoln's law office 
in Springfield. _When the war seemed prob- 
able he organized the Ellsworth Zouaves. 
He took the regiment east, challenging other 
military organigations to competitive drills. 
Then he returned to Illinois, and the last 
drill was held in front of Lincoln's office. 
Later the Zotaves »became thé First Mlinois 
regiment. 

Lived in the White House. 

After President Lincoln was inaugurated, 
Col. Ellsworth became head of the secret 
service. He was a. close friend of the presi- 
dent and lived at the White, House. Just be- 
fore the war ‘brgke out Cok Ellsworth went 
to New York. There he.was pursuaded to 
form a regiment of Zouaves from among the 
firemen of the city. ‘ 

The regiment went to Washington, and 
from there to Alexandria, capturing the city. 
Walking down King street of Alexandria 
with two men, Col. Bllsworth naticed a con- 
federate flag flying from the old- Marshall 
house. i 

Killed After Taking Flag. 

He confiscated it, and as he was descending 
the stairs of the building the was shot by 
the proprietor, who was killed. a moment 
later bya soldier. 

President Lincoln was deeply affected by 
the sudden end of his friend. Funeral gerv- 
lees were held at the White House. The 
body now lies near Mechanicsville, N.Y.

eerve the public properly. 

“ For the city of Chicago we would recom- 
mend there be created a principal office, 
through which all applications for help be 
received; that applicants for employment 
should be specialized through an office ded- 
voted entirely to female help, another for 
clerical male help, and one foréredesmen and 
laborers, 

“For any other city in the state where 
more than one free, exchange might be estab- 
lished we recomniend the same method of re- 
ceiving applications for help, in order to pre- 
vent duplication of orders, as sometimes oo 
curs by the present system, thereby avoid- 
ing the possibility of more than one persor 
being Sent through these Offices to the same 
vacancy. 


Urges State Appropriation. 

“For the extension of free employment 
offices as suggested we hope that the com- 
mittee will be a unit ‘in advocating by every 
honorable means the appropriation by the 
next general assembly of eyfficient money to 
make them all that recegsity requires; which 
we believe to’be quite extensive. We do not 
expect that it would be the. means of elim- 
inating all private employment agencies, 
but it would help to keep them. well bal- 
anced and would render a service to a large 
class of people who are neglected. 

“ Appeals have frequently been made by 
judges of our courts, more especially the 
Court of Domestic Relations and the Juve- 
nile court, to the state employment offices for 
assistance in placing those who have been 
made defendants in these courts, but it has 
not been possible to give that class. the at- 
tention which we believe they should have 
in order to properly adjust their troubles. 


Favors Agricultural Study. 

“In order that those attending school may 
be given an opportunity to follow a vocation 
of their own choice we are in sympathy with 
manual training in schools, and also that 
there should be included a course in agricul- 
ture. This would encourage the “ back to 
the farm ”’ idea and relieve congestion in our 
large cities. Encouragement should be given 
to finding employment for children who leave ° 
grade S¢hools to go to work, such as was 
recommended by the department of social 
investigation of the Chicago School of Cévics 
and Philanthrophy, December, 1911.”

This is the nearest point by water to 
El Cobre, and if Capt. Davis upon his arfival 
finds it necessary he will dispatch a marine 
guard to El Cobre, ten niles away.

Balk at Rebel Money. 

The issuance of fiat money by the rebel 

government has come as the last straw in 
the business fabric of the city of Chihuahua. 
Merchants fear they will be called upon to 
exchange good currency for the rebel script 
created to fll the financial recent «han of the 
rebel campaign. 
. Principal among the grievances which the 
rebels have against the United States is the 
strict border patrol, preventing the smug- 
igling of ammunition. A thousand rounds 
of ammunition brings $% today in the rebel 
zone if gotten across the boundary intact. 


Hold Up Ammunition Shipments. 

Rebel sympathizers alone the New Mexico 
and Arizona bonder are much more nu- 
merous than is generally realized. Agua 
Prieta is at present held by the federal gov- 
ernment, which has been sending its arms 
and ammunition there for the supply of its 
troops in northern Mexico, but the number 
of rebel sympatiizers there is so consider- 
able that the government has decided to 
stop shipments until further assurances can 
be secured of the loyalty of the garrison.

MARSHALL FULLER HOLMES, 
PATRON OF ART, IS DEAD. 
Man Who Dia Much to Encourage 


Painting Succumbs in Chicago at 
the Age of 55 Years. 


Marshall Fuller Holmes, Illinois manager 
for the American Smelting and Refining com- 
rany, succumbed yesterday to arterial sclero~ 
pis. 

Born in Chicago in 1857, he started his 
career as caab boy in a dry goods store, fol- 
lowed the packing business for years, and 
at the age of 25 became connected with the 
metal industry. He wasa governing member 
of the Art institute, and several now re- 
puted painters will remember him as a 
friend in less ‘prosperous days. 

Mr. Holmes was a member of the Union 
League and the Twentieth Century clubs, a 
trustee of Northwestern university, and sev- 
eral Lake Geneva clubs. He had been active 
in educational work in the city,as a sup- 
porter of the advanced methods advocated 
by Col. Francis W. Parker. 

Mrs. Holmes, who was Lillian H. Hoppin, 
survives her husband with three children:

POLICE TURN REVOLVERS 


ON 300 HOTEL STRIKERS. 


Attempt Made to Storm the Netherland, 
but Patrolmen Threaten to Kill the 
First Rioter to Enter. 


New York, June. 1,—Police of the “ strong 
arm” squad required revolvers to keep back 
300 hotel strikers and sympathizers, who as- 
sumed a threatening attitude after nine of 
their number had beén arrested near the 
Hotel Savoy on charges of cisorderly con- 


was knocked down and beaten until rescued 
by his comrades. 

Holding the strikemmback with guns, which 
‘they shot only to threaten, the. police re- 
treated to the automobile entrance of the 
Metropolitan club, where they barricaded 
themselves behind the gates until regervee 
arrived. Hundreds of extra police reserves 
were sent to the station houses within the 
strike zone tonight to be prepared for any 
emergency. 

After the first clagh with the “ strong arm 
men,” the strikers attempted to storm the 
Hotel Netherland. Three policemen, armed 
with revolvers, stood in the doorway and 
threatened to’ kill the first striker who en- 
tered. 

The riot occurred in one of the most ex- 
clusive residential sections and within a 
stone’s throw of the residence of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. Traffic was interrupted in Fitth 
avenue for nearly half an_hour. 

With more than.two score of the leading 
hotels and restaurants affected by the strike 
the New York Hotel Men’s association to- 
day refused to entertain a proposal of arbi- 
tration suggested by Commissioner John J. 
Beslin of the state board of mediation. 

More than 700 emplovés in twelve hotels 
and restaurants Joined the strike today and 
tonight .

Joined English Army During. Famine 
Period in Ireland. 


Patrick Webb, father of Thomas J. Webb 


| of the board of review. died yesterday in ‘ 
his 100th year. 


He is believed to have been 
the. oldest pensioner of the British army. 
He was born on March 13, 1813. 

“My father joined the army during the 
famire period of 1831 in Ireland.’ Thomas 
Webb said last night “He served for 
twenty-one years and visited all the British 
possessions except Australia, during that 
time.” When England.was preparing for the 
campaign of the Crimea he was detailed to 
recruit and drill. He was then a sergeant 
major, the highest place @ private may win 
in the British army. 

Told of Early Hardship. 

“He used to tell me how his regiment was 
shipped to Trinidad and how all except 150 
of the men died of yellow fever. He liked to 
tell, too, of the service in Canada, when men 
were frozen to Geath. ‘ He éid not take part 
in the Crimea campaign, exceptito drill men 
for the regiments that went there. 

“He came to the United States in 1856 
and settled in Lakecounty. There he cleared 
the timber from a forty acre tract of land 
and settled down to becdémie a farmer. 

Began Life Over at 58. 

“ He left his farm and came to Chicago in 
time to lose everything he had in the fire of 
1871. Then at the age of 58, he started life | 
over again. He wee able to retire a dozen 
years laier. He always was intensely inter- 
ested in Irish affairs and a partisan of Irish 
home rule.” 

Thomas J. Webb isthe only surviving mem- 
per of his father’s family. The funere! will 
be held tomorrow morning at 9:80 from the 
son’s residence at 5256 Sheridan road to St.

Springfield, ‘Tll., June 1.—[Special.]—Cor- 
nelius J. Doyle of Greenfield was appointed 
secretary of state of Illinois by Gov. Deneen 
at 12:05 this afternoon to fill the vacancy 
caused by the sudden death of Secretary 
James A. Rose. 

The governor's action followed the unant- 
mous selection of Mr. Doyle by the Republican 
state committee as the successor to Mr. Rose 
as the Republican nominee for secretary of 
state on the Republican state tickét. 

The name of Louis L. Emerson of Mount 
Vernon waa suggested in the state commit- 
tee meeting, but was withdrawn after a dis- 
cussion of the situation. Mr. Emerson will 
have the support of the regular state or- 
ganization for the Republican nomination por 
state treasurer two years hence. 

To qualify as secretary of state, Mr. Doyle 
will file a bond in the penal sum of $100,000, 
which must be approved by two justices of 
the Supreme court and by thegovernor. ‘Chis 
cannot be done, legally, until Monday. The 
bond was prepared in Springfield end ar- 
rangements were made to submit it to Justice 
Vickers at East St. Louls and to Justice 
Farmer at Vandalia. 


Will Be Sworn In Tomorrow. 

It is the arrangement that’Mr. Doyle will 
take over the office Monday morning. Mean- 
while the office has been closed officially.

“Tap lines,” or short lines connecting the 
lumber plants with the main lines of the 
railroads, have been employed by the lum- 
ber interests in the southwest as a means 
of having.a return made to them on the 
through transportation rate. 

This return amounts annually to about 
$2,000,000, and of this the interstate com- 
merce commission decides more than half 
is in excess of the legitimate amoun: for 
the services performed. 

In many cases the lumber companies have 
not owned the track’ used in the tap line, 
have not owned the cars, and have not owned 
even the locomotives. The entire equip- 
ment has been rented from the main line 
railroad company. 


Used as Subterfuge. ‘i 


The tap lines have thus been employed as 


and have permitted undue discringination in 
eavor of the large interests. Such action is 
made poasible oy today’s decision. 

This decision is a forerunner of investiga- 
tions to be made by the commission into 
the practice in Chicago and throughout the 
country of employing short railroad lines 
to connect manufacturing plants with the 
main lines. 

This is for the purpose of preventing the 
practice being used as a means of rebafing. 
The iron and coal interests. the grain inter- 
ests, and ail general manufacturing will be 
involved, 


Put in Two Classes. 

The commission holds that forty of the 
lines, which it names, perform transporta- 
tion service for which they are entitled to 
receive compensation out of the through 
rates. 

Twenty-two tap lines are held to be merely 
Plant facilities and not entitled to either 
switching allowances or divisions of the 
rates. 

Thus the commission divides the tap lines 
into two classes—those purely industrial fa- 
cilities and those which may be considered as 
common carriers.

One world’s record and five intercollegiate 
records were\smashed by the onslaught of 
the picked field of athletes. The new world’s 
record went to the credit of Robert Gardner 
of Yale, who got over the dizzy height of 
thirteen feet one inch in the pole vauirt. 

New intercollegiate records were set in the 
quarter mile, hal: mile, two mile, pole vault, 
and ‘shotput. More perfect weather condi- 
tions never attended an athletic meet. The 
sun shone blistering hot from a clear sky, 
while barely a breath of air stirred: The 
track was in fine condition and everything 
tended to record breaking performances. A 
crowd of about 19,000 persons saw the con- 
tests.

Mile Run a Thriller. 

The mile race furnished one of the greatest 
races ever seen on Franklin field, and its fin- 
ish was dramaticinthe extreme Jones, con- 
sidered unbeatable at the distance, was con- 
tent to remain in the rear for the first circuit 
of the track, Jones and his team mate, 
Berna, moved up to the front of the procession 

lap, and th¢ race

the Study of Music in Schools: 


“4 Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


LUB women of Iknois, of whom there 
are 89,000 in the federated womens 
clubs alone, have begun agitation for 
the granting of credits by the uni- 
versities for the study of music. As 
ea first step in that direction they recommend 
the standardization of the study of music 
in the high schools of the state, for their’ 
committee has found that, though over 65 
per cent of the high schoois in Lilinois epend 
some time in the. study and practice of 
mrusic, there is no uniformity, and all suffer 


° ¢rom a definite lack of aim. The committee 


findw further, that many inefficient teachers 
are employed, that the subject has been 
given slight consideration, and that the stu- 
dent who possesses a natural aptitude for 
music is deterred from pursuing it seriously 
by the fact thet no credits are allowed for 
hig work. 

In view of these conditions, the women of 
the state believe that their efforts may best 
be directed toward an advancement of the 
standarde that prevail at present. Some 
slight acquaintance with the study of mueic 
as it is pursued in the public schools of Chi- 
cago convinces the writer that there is great 
room for improvement. The value of music 
in the primary grades is fairly met by en 
effort to make the pupils enjoy it. But the 
grade teachers are relied upon for most of 
the musica! instruction, and few of themare 
competent. In spite of this handicap, the 
school children of (-..icago im the lower 
grades sing well and give every evidence of 
finding joy in their song, which at least is evi- 
@ence of natural musica! talent.

The tage of school children who are 
he ian musical instrument must be 
largé, but it can safely be asserted tnat the 
average teacher of piano and violin in the 
city finds that his students have learned 
Mttle or nothing in the public schools which 
is of profit—a consideration which should 
have some weight with the‘ school board. 
But it is characteristic of our pedagogues 
that they show for the cultural advantages 
of music that slight appreciation character- 
istic. of.the university. 

There seems to ‘be a certain incompattfbil- 
tty between the music and the atmosphere 
of the university. It is difficult to explain, 
but it is undeniable, and until the universi- 
ties can be persuaded that music possesses 
educational values that are as rea! as those 
that attach to the dead languages, for ex- 
ample, we can hope for little betterment of 
this condition. If the public schools can 

eshow that the history and esthetics of music 
are thoroughly taught; that the rudiments 


‘of harmony are included in the prescribed 


courses of the high schools, and that the 
standards of song are worthy if not too am- 
bitious, it is possible that the universities 
may be moved to revise their view of the 


i subject and to allow credits. #

In the meantime a plan suggested to the — 


board of principals of the Chicago high 
schools by John J. Hattstaedt, president of 
the American conservatory. whereby credits 
should be allowed by the high schools to 
professional students of music, was defeat- 
ed. Mr. Hattstaedt points out. that young 


“people who love music and who believe their 


talents justify serious study are turning to 
the art in increasing numbers each year and 
find themselves bandicapped by the demands 
made upon their time in the regular high 
school course. They believe the general edu- 
cation indispensable, yet find it difficult to 
keep up both studies. On the other hand, to 
tnterrupt their musical studies during their 
attendance at high school is disastrous. 


Az @ compromise, Mr. Hattstaedt suggests 
that a place be made in the regular schoo! 


.eourse for the study of voice, piano, or other 
instrument, and harmony as an elective to 


take the place of some other study. Mr 
Hattstaedt outlines a system of credits that 
seems entirely reasonable. But, as said 
before, the principals of Chicago's high 
schools did not favor the plan, and it has 
gone no further. The logic of this position is 
not immediately apparent. As a mental! train- . 
ing mugic is at least equal to Latin and 
Greek. As an agent for increasing the stu-

matics. Even practical considerations seem 
.to recommend it. For the student of music 
may more quickly turn his knowledge to 
financial advantage than the student of lan- 
guages or mathematics, it being a fact, how- 
ever our high schoo! principals may regard 
it, that there is-a great demand for music 
teachers and a great love for good music to 


be supplied. * 


While the donlmittes ou the ace s clubs 
is endeavoring to move that most conserva- 
tive of all persons, the educator, to a livelier 
appreciation of music, their efforts to ad- 
vance the art are by no means limited to this 
one 4irection. A booklet is being published 
for circulation among all the clubs which 
will contain a list of INinois composers, nam- 
ing their most important works, as well asa 
list of the native artists whose services may 
be secured for club programs. The oom- 
mittee recommends that the clubs of the 
state, as far as possible, engege Illinois art- 
ists, with the laudeble intention of empparag. 
ing} native talent. 

In this connection it is possible to essure 
the music loving women of the state that 
among the artists who make IiMnois their, 
home, there are many whose gifts and attain- 
ments compare favorably with those who 
come to us from New York and other foreign 
cities. Thus they may indulge such patriotic 
inclination as they may possess at no artistic 
sacrifice. In regard to thé composers it is 
not possible to be equally positive. There 
have arisen no American Bachs and Bee- 
thovens. For that matter there are no Rus- 
siam or. Bohemian composers whose works 
have sustained comparison with the master- 
pieces of German, French, and Italian music, 
yet the Russians and Bohemians, who must 
be conscious of this fact, are possessed of 
sufficient pride of race to value their own 
music because it is their own.

Thus far Americans seemingly are eatis- 
fied with those tributes to their pride that 
accrue from material achievement. The de 
mand for an artistic and, therefore, an endur- 
ing expression of national Hfe and spirit is 
only beginning. Remembering the natural. 
conservation of the pedagogue it is perhaps 
unfair to expect him to appreciate the neces- 
sity, or even the desirability, of such 
sion, and if we wait for such recognition as 
he may be moved to give to music the art will 
advance slowly. 

The women of the state are wise, therefore, 
not to center all their effort on|the question 
of university credits for music. Educating 
the educators ts a tedious and solemn busi- 
ness. But convincing the music loving Amer- 
ican women of the state that native talent, 
creative and reproductive, reserves a hear- 
ing, is a vastly moreshopeful and helpful 
task. It will not be difficult to persuade the 
program committee of some club that the 
operatic tenor with the foreign name whom 
they actually know gives a far less satisfac- 
tory concert than the American artist whom 
they might have procured at half the cost, 
that the cause of art and patriotism is one 
and the same. Therefore the latter portion 
of their propaganda should produce results. 

In this connection it would be interesting 
to know the percentage of mative and foreign 
talent engaged during last season by the 
music clubs and schools of Illinois. A can- 
vass of the situation made by this depart- 
ment last year showed a numerical advantage 
for the native artist, but a decided financial 
advantage for the foreigner. It showed, too, 
that the New York manager still controlled 
the majority of profitable engagements, 
which circumstance sufficiently explains con- 
ditions.

THE SKIN—THE BODY SERVANT. 
HE human body is in touch with its 
suroundings through the skin which 
surroundings through the skin which 

_line its cavities. These two sets of 

. structures at places merge into each 
other. They are built alike in some ways 
and have work to do which, in some par- 
ticulars, is similar. ‘The linings are deli- 
cate, easily wounded, and can only work 
when things are about right. The skin 
is tough, hard to hurt, and adjusts itself 
to widely varying coriditions. The Jinings, 
to work well, must be bathed in moisture. 
There are those who believe that the 
reason for so much pnewmonia, consump- 
tion, and colds is that the lining of the 
lungs works in air which, though moist, 
is a dryer medium than lining membranes 
work well in. Compare the lung condi- 
tions with the variable conditions under 
which the skin works—in contact with air 
sometimes wet and sometimes dry, some- 
times hot and sometimes cold,, sometimes 
light and sometimes dark.

The reason for the toughness of the 
skin is in its structure. It is composed 
of a true skin, and, over this, @ covering 
of epithelial cells called the epidermis. 
The bottom layers are live cells and the 
outer layers are dead. Dead cells are be- 
ing constantly shed from the surface, and, 
in turn, replenished from the underlying 
live ones. The blood vessels and the 
nerves are below the epidermis, which 
means that they are several layers below

The blood brings the heat to the under 
surface of the skin and the air absorbs it 
from the outer surface. But more im- 
portant, the sweat glands pour out. warm 
water—sweat—by the pint, and this 
evaporating, chills and cools. When much 
heat is made the sweat glands pour out 
much heat. When little heat is made, the 
little skin muscles shrivel and pucker the 
skin—goose flesh—and close the pores of 
the sweat glands, while.the little muscles 

the blood Vessel walls contract and press 
most of the blood away. from: the surface 
and into the deeper tissues. 

The grease glands furnish grease to 
keep the skin soft and pliable and to keep 
the hair in good condition. In. those 
parts of the body where there are no 
airs there are no grease glands—the 
palms of the hands and the soles of the 
feet. Their usual location is at the hair 
roots. So important is grease for the 
well being of the hair that heavily cov- 
ered animals usudlly hate large accessory 
oil glands and, with this oil they oil 
themselves. When you see a duck reach- 
ing with his bill to a point on his back 
and then grooming his feathers you may 
know what he {is up to.

QUEER CUSTOMS OF EAST AFRICAN RACES. > 
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Savages in Uganda Described by a British 
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BY JEAONETTE L. GILDER. 


HD Rev. A. l. Kitching and hie wife 
were the first Europeans tn the Teso 
country on “‘ THE BACK WATERS OF 
THE NILE.” They went out from 
Hnglend as missionaries and their ex- 
periences are recorded in a big volume writ- 
ten and tMustrated from photographs taken 
by Mr. Kitching, which is announced for eerly 
publication by Charles Scribner's Sons. 

Mr. Kitching lived for ten years among the 
savage tribes of Past Africa, epeaking their 
languages and studying their habits and cus- 
toms im their aboriginal surroundings, and 
thus gained a knowledge of their inner mode 
of life not possessed by any other white 
man, . | 

On the foothills of RuwenZori and on the 
sides of the range nearly up to the bamboo 
line live a little known tribe of low order. 
whose language has so far not been reduced 
to writing. These are the Bakonjo, whose 
physical hardihood enables them to sleep in 
‘the open close up to the snow line, but whose 
tastes do not exclude rats and snakes from 
the daily dietary. Those who accompanied 
Mr. Kitching’s party up to the foot of the 
giacier would sleep sometimes in caves, but 
at other times in the open, with no protection 
from the cold but each others’ bodies and a 
huge fire, round which they squatted, lean- 
ing each man against his neighbor, for all the 
world like a circle of monkeys huddied ona 
branch fn the forest. 

These Nile districts possess féw attractions 
to the average traveler. Not only are the 
natives far from being attractive but the 
country is“overrun with tropical pests. Of 
these Mr, Kitching enumerates “mosquitoes, 
embwa or dog files, termites, wild pigs, 
leopards, and worst of all, the tsetse fiy.

SOME JUDICIAL THEORIES. 

Why the New York Court of Appeals js 
oconpying an unenviable eminence at this 
time for annulling social legislation may be 
gathered from the address of one of the 
members, Chief Judge Cullen, before the 
Brooklyn University club. 

Here is a statement’which illustrates the 
judicial mind of Judge Oullen: 


are obstacles to progress and obstruct the

fing the constitution in abroad, liberal way, 
go as to accommodate it to the march of 
-progress, to changed conditions and situa- 
@ions, they construe it according to its 
Tt is difficult to. credit Judge Cullen with 
intellectual honesty after reading a sentence 
like this. A mind trained, presumably, to 
logical thinking would know this to be a 
begging of the whole question at issue. 
Judge Cullen can hardly pretend that he 
| does not know that no one asks fora con- 
astroction in. defiance.of the terms. 

But terms do not construe themselves, 
They must be explained and applied. Judge 
Oullen declares that the phraseology of a 
constitution must be construed “in the 
sense that the parties who made it under- 
stood it.” But unless the judge arrogates 
to himself a supernatural power to repro- 
duce the thoughts and intentions of men 
long dead, he must confess that his inter- 
pretation is merely his thought of what their 
thought would be-when applied to the facts 
before him. 

Another of Judge:Oullen’s asserttons is 
worthy of analysis. He asserts that “the 
duty of the courts in construing a constitu- 
tion is just the same as it would be in con- 
struing a deed.” That is impossible. A 
deed does not state continuing general prin- 
ciples to be applied to changing concrete 
facts. <A constitution is a nation’s rule of 
hfe, made up, so far as it calls for inter- 
pretation, of general principles, and as the 
nation’s life is always changing the princi- 
ples must be constantly reapplied to changed 
conditions. 

How applied? Not, certainly, as the 
founders would have applied it in their day, 
but as they would apply itin our day, name- 
ly, so that its essential intent shall have 
full force and effect in all the circumstances 
of the present.

The hint that sparrows are as palatable 
as reed birds is not as disconcerting as it 
might be, there being a suspicion that spar- 
rows have been reed birds before this. Any 
number of boys have tried them, generally 
experimenting with a theory that if the birds 
were wrapped in clay and baked the skin 
and feathers would come off when the cook- 
ing cerements\;were removed. There may 
have been instances-when the baked clay 
yielded something other than a tiny charred 
mystery to expectant fingers, but they are 
notof record.

The only toe now 
having a nail of any consequence is the 
big toe. On the other hand, horny masses 
called corns are becoming universal. We 
are shedding the nails from the old places 
and developing psendo nails at new ones.

The hair is for the purpose of keeping 
the body warm. The fur of wild animals 
in the far north is heavier, better, and 
more valuable than that of the same 
species in the south. A few years ago a 
number of monkeys in Lincoln park were 
kept out all winter.

The growth of hair has disappeared 
from all parts of the body except those 
which are habitually uncovered, and It is 
gradually disappearing from these, largely 
because it is becoming unnecessary.

There are those who argue tliat, in the 
end, those who live out of doors will sur- 
vive in the strugg!e for the survival of the 
fittest: that for survival out of doors the 
darker people are better fitted than the 
lighter.

The other side argues as follows: The 
light races live in cold climates.

Attached to the skin, or rather develop- 
ing from it and a part of it; are two sets 
of glands—ti ose that make sweat and 
those that make grease.

To keep from becoming bald three things 
are necessary: -First, in being born, to 
avoid a baldheaded famiily; second, to look 
sharp that you do not infect your scalp 
with a germ that causes a skin disease;

duck.” Being bald is a family trait and 
inheritante is one of the factors in it.\But 
most of the baldness is the result of hac- 
terial skin disease which causes the outer 
layer of the skin to break down into a 
which, to the hair, is as-harmful as the 
grease which, to the hair, is as harmful as 
the proper grease is helpful. The common 
hairbrush is the means of spreading this 
germ. And finally, to mfldly grense the 
hair is of material service.

The skin, having some contact with the 
blood, is occasionally the seat of -disease 
due to bacteria thrown out by the blood. 
This is the probable explanation of the 
eruptions of typhoid fever, smallpox, and 
scariet fever. More frequently the skin 
is the seat of eruptions caused by chemical 
poisons in the blood, which act either on 
the skin itself or on the nerves. Such is 
the explanation of eczema, urficaria, 
wheals, herpes, shingles, food, and drug 
eruptions. } 

The idea that most of the skin diseses 
are venereal in origin is erroneous. Of 
the threeisuch diseases, two do not affect 
the skin and the third does not affect it 
in all of its stages. Skin diseases usually 
are due either to local conditions or else to 
digestive disturbance. Skin eruptions do 
mean bad digestion, overeating, fast eat- 
ing, constipation. They do come from 
those gonty conditions which result from 
a man’s eating $1lvorth of food and doing

As a general rule the skin diseases due 
to so-called impurities of the blood are 
caused by the germ of the skin. Against 
these the dead layer stands like a stone 
wall. A germ stands a slim chance of 
getting-through so long as that dead wal] 
is there. Once it is brushed off enough to 
cause oozing, any germ-which falls can 
go through. 

This dead wall also stands as a barrier 
against the entrance or the exft of any- 
thing. Through it flesh foods, foods, fats, 
medicines, drygs, nothing, passes - in. 
Through it, nothing from the interior 
passes out. The only gates in or out 
through it are the pores of the sweat and 
grease glands. A few bacteria go into the 
grease glands and make pimples, a few 
infect the hair roots and make boils, a few 
hookworm parasites get in and cause hook- 
worm disease. The barrier occasionally 
fails; generally it does its work well. It 
protects, it works hard to get rid of heat 
made in excess, to shield the underlying 
tissues against heat, cold, and light. 

It wears out its life trying to adapt {t- 
self to temperature, to wind, to wenther. 
It sometimes has diseases, sometimes it 
spreads disease to the underlying tissues: 
more freqnently it receive diseases from 
them. It is more sinned against than 
sinning.

The sleeping sickness, many cages of which 
came under Mr. Kitching’s persona! observa- 
tion, is graphically described:

The horrors of the disease had beem aggra- 
vated by-the famine; in spite of all efforts 
on the part of the doctor in charge food was 
almost impossible except in small quanti- 
ties, and with 500 patients in the camp large 
supplies were needed to give each even a 
little. 

“ Deaths at the time were runing up to 
sevemty or even rinety in a month; as we 
passed from ward to ward wesaw the corpse 
of a man who had just dled lying in the 
courtyard awaiting the doctor’s orders for 
burial. In; every @irection sat groups of 
hopeless sufferers, In different stages of the 
disease and various degrees of starvation, 
mere skeletons many of them, hardly abls 
to crawl about. 

“ Asif disease and famine were not enough, 
a plague of fleas and jiggers had defiled all 
the efforts to exterminate them, and the feet 
of many patients, especially the children, 
were in a horrible condition of ulceration. 
Some of the less afflicted patients, still in 
early stages of the disease, were engaged 
in the unpleasant duty of removing the jig- 
gers and dressing the feet of those too weak 
+o doit for themselves. Thee comparative- 
ly strong ones lived In huts Dy themeelvea, 
only the more advanced cases being taken 
into the wards.”

But 
it fg a revolution in the homes where the 
average weekly income hovers around the 
$10 figure, as it does in thousands of homes 
op the west side. Fore day on two there is 
excitement. The joy of graduation gets the 
pest of Dame Worry. Then follows the real 

' of what to do with the bop or giri 
graduate. And the problem is not an easy 
one. It brings with it sorrow and disappotnt- 
ment to many 4 father and mother. 

There are two widely divergent attitudes 
taken toward the boy graduate of a public 
gohool. There is the attitude of the parent 
who has himself had no schooling whatever 
and who exaggerates the importance of a 
public school education. To these parents 
the elght grades are “eight classes’ and 
are associated in their minds with eight 
classes of a Russian or German gymnasium, 
which combines a high school course with 
the first two years of work in a college or 
university.

Such parents think their 14 year o]d sons 


extremely learned, for it is certain that 
' they can “write and cipher, tooa”’ 


These 
parents think that they have done all they 
could for their children by giving them e 
public school education and that now goci- 
ety owes their children a ‘* good position.” 
When the 14 year old boy goes out looking 
for a job and, after weeks and sometimss 
months of search, gets a place as office boy at 
@ wage of $° @ week, his parent# fee) ag- 
grieved. In the years that follow comes the 
unpleasant awakening and realization that 
in America “elght classes'’ in a public 
echool are not a passport to success and to 
princely salaries. | 

Then there is the other class of parents 


| who know that eight grades are eight grades 
_ and that to give their boy an education really 
‘worth while they must send him to high 


school and then round it out with another 
four year course in acollege. But the num- 
ber of parents in the congested districts of 
Chicago who can send their children to high 
school is diminishing rather than increasing.

By the time the boy reaches the age of 14 
or 15 the father is nearing 40. There area 
few gray hairs in:his head. His shoulders 
begin to stoop from sitting over the ma- 
chine or bending over the shovel day in end 
day out. To start his boy on an eight year 
journey through high echool and college 
seems an insurmountable task. 

To such parents the coming greduation of 
@ boy or girl from the public school {s @ sort 
of nightmare. It preighs upon them and 
oppresses them. For as soon as the boy 
graduates they mast decide, they must take 
action.

“I simply dread the approaching gradua- 
tton,” said a woman on the west side who is 
@ graduate of a girls’ schoo! in Sweden that 
Included much more than whet her boy is 
getting in the eight grades in the public 
school. “‘ We had hoped to be able to give 
our chiktren a good education here. It was 
pertty for this that we came to this country. 
We earned bread and butter in Sweden, but 
we saw no future for our children there. We 
had no means of sending them to school. In 
this country we hoped td send them to co)- 
lege and equip them for the struggie for ex- 
istence better than we have been equipped. 

“ But my husband has worked himself out. 
He worked only five years in a clothing fac- 
tory, but it somehow told on him. He looked 
like a skeleton by the end of that time. so 
he had to change jobs. He became a janitor. 
The work is lighter. When he is not in the 
best of health I take his place, and so we get 
along. But we only get along—no more. We 
save nothing. We cannot make any extra 
expenditures. Much against our will our 
oldest boy, who is now graduating, will have 
to go to work instead of going to high school. 
And it seems worse when you know that 
you yourself had a better start a generation 
ago in a remote province in the old world 
than your gon is getting tcday in one of 
the greatest and ‘richest cities In the new 
world.” | 


-~o- 

After a brief silence the woman added re- 
flectively as if speaking more to herself: 

“If we could at least give hima good trade 
or start him at something which would 
eventually become his life work so that he 
might get a good startin that way. But this 
ts even harder than giving him an education. 
In the old world you could take a boy and hire 
him out as an apprenticeto some mechanic 
or asa clerk in some business and you could 
pretty nearly foretell what your son's future 
would be. Here he will get a job answering 


the telephone or carrying bundles for a year 
or two. Then he may drift into a shop where 
he will make the hundredth part of a braes 
bed or the thousand part of a skyecraper 
building, And then when he is 20 he will find 
himself @ Jack of all trades and mester of 
none.’! 

This last ise perhaps the chief worry of 
thousands of parents whose boys will apply 
for working papers at the end of June. At 
what should they put their boys to work? In 
many instances the parents know lese about 
their children than the teachers of the chil- 
dren do. The children aspen nsiderably 
more time in the years they bad gone to 
school with their teachers than with their 
parents. For the father had been at work 
during the day and in the evening the boy wa* 
generally out in the street playing, so that 
it was only on a Sunday that father end son 
got a good glimpse of each other. 

—_ 

Yet upon these parents devolves the duty 
of shaping and framing the future of their 
children without the slightest suggestion 
from the teachers who have been molding the 
taste and character of these children for eight 
years. 

That this starting of the public school grad- 
vate out in the world is a serious matter 
and that in entering upon his career as a 
wage earner the boy should have the advice 
and assistance of the school authorities is 
now being realized by the Chicago board of 
education. In speaking about these problems 
which ‘confront the parents and children at 
this séason John D. Shoop, firet assistant 
superintendent of schools, said: 

‘* I feel that the time is coming when ther 
will be ‘a closer relationship between the 
pubMc schoo! and the industrial world. There 
is need of the establishment of a bureau of 
vocational guidance. The child should have 
all of the guidance the schoo! is able to pro- 
vide in determining its life work. One of the 
highest duties of education is to agsist the 
child to discover itself and to find out what 
particular line of activity is best suited to its 
nature,” 

Assistant Superintendent Shoop volun- 
teered the information that a plan for the es- 
tablishment of a bureau of vocational guid- 
ance ig now under way. It is being worked 
out by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent 
of schools, and by Miss Sophonitsba P. Breck- 
inridge of the University of Chicago faculty. 
But if such a bureau should be established 
it would hardly be in time for the thousands 
of parents whose children graduate this June 
to avail themselves of it. ~ 
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Gores of Children Burned to Death 


Becausé They Are Not Dressed Right. 


“From sixty’ to eighty children die by 


- Burning every year in Chicago. The pro- 


portion is two girls to one boy. This lose 


. of life could be prevented by dressing the 


little girls and boys alike in trousers up 
to the age of 7 years.’””’ So declares Peter 
M. Heffman, the coroner. 

“Thin, gauzy ruffles that stand out in 

billows from the waist, sometimes a foot 
and more, front and back, take a toll of 
Geath among children from burning that 
is appalling,” 
made some valuable observatiqns_ in eight 
years of office. ‘‘ When a little girl skirts 
catch fire from stepping on a match or in 
passing an open gas grate, there is selddm 
a chance to save the child. A boy’s cloth- 
ing. fitting closely, about the body and of 
coarser materials, is not nearly so liable to 
burn and make a headway when it does 
as a girl’s thin flounces, which blow about 
and are highly inflammable. The ruffies fan 
the flames and a girl is almost alwaye de- 
stroyed.” 
*- Two sisters, 6 and 7 years old, were burned 
because their skirts blew out over a gas 
plate, placed on the floor by the mother 
when she was ironing. The younger child’s 
skirts set the older one’s ablaze, and be- 
cause of their ruffles both children lost their 
lives.

In. the spring, when children play about 
bonfires, in nearly: every instance it is the 
girl who is burned because of her skirts. Up 
to the age of three the proportion of giris 
and boys, dying from burns, is about the 
same. Between the ages of four and seven, 
when; parents begin to dress their children 
to designate the sex, ten girls to one boy 
die from burns and scalds. Of the inquests 


‘held over persons from such.accidents, half 


the number are children. This number varies 
slightly every year. 
In 1904 the number of deaths from burns 


and scalds was 163; in 1905, 130; in 1006, 145; 
“4m 1007, 167: in 1908, 162; in 1909, 152; in 1910, 


180; and in 1911, 176.

An exhibition of surimono, the smafier 
Japanese prints by various artists of the 
Hokusai period, began at the institute yes- 
terday in the gillery recently occupied by 
the Hiroshige collection. About 130 prints 
are shown, about half of the collection of 
Miss Helen Gunsaulus, which ts pronounced 
by experts one of the finest as yet gathered 
together. 

These surimono were chiefly festival cards, 
six or seven inches square, printed by art- 
ists to send to each other on New Year’s 
day, at a marriage, a birth, or any other 
joyful occasion. Thus also an artist an- 
nounced his assumption of a new name, for 
these men were always changing their names, 
to the despair of modern studenta. Being 
intended for experts and friends rather than 
the general public, these little print# are often 
more playful in subject and more exquisite 
in workmanship than the larger prints of 


.the same period. The colors were carefully 


chosen, enriched often with gold and silver, 
and sometimes certain pa.ierns were em- 
bossed. A congratulatory poem was em- 
bodied in each design. 

These little pictures make an entrancing 
show. The customs, moods, and humors of 
the Japanese people of the later feudal pe- 
riod are there presented with just enough 
delicate exaggeration, with  delicioualy 
graceful abandon. 

a 

We see them, great and little, at work 
and at play, in rags and grand brocades, 
at the toilet, in boats, with dogs and horses, 
journeying, conversing, ‘worshipping, com- 
muning with gods or devils. We follow their 
serious and even stately tastes, and espe- 
cially we delight in their sense of humor. 

Of all these men Hokusai was most aware 
of life's delicate incongruities. The most in- 
teresting part of this collection, thirty or 
forty prints, is from the tireless hand of 
this artist, surely one of the greatest humor- 
ists, in the highest sense of that word, who 
ever expressed in lines and color his sense 
of the high comedy of life. One print shows 
him as a fisherman, a grotesquely ecstatic 
figure sitting on the limb of a trea rod in 
hand, and smiling at the moon; “ Hokusai 
painted by himself admiringly,” the inscrip- 
tion says, and adds, ‘‘ gazing at the moon so 
bright and fair, he has caught no fish.” 

Hokusai and Hiroshige were the two men 
of genius who illumined the final stage of 
this popular art of old Japan. Although they 
came after the great period of Harunobu, 
Utamaro, and the rest, they were the first 
to be known in Europe. ' Whistler, falling in 
with their prints at an oriental shop in Paris 
over half a century ago, was strongly in- 
fluenced by their ideas'of color and composi- 
tion. 

"Frankly he mace-’use of them:in his pic- 
tures, to the bewilderment of Ruskin and 
others, and later he expressed his gratitude 
in a beautiful sentence which#Saint Gaudens 
carved into his memorial tablet at West 
Point: “ The story of the beautiful is al- 
ready complete, hewn in the marbles of the

Hokusal was the most prolific artist of 
whom history bears record. He worked 
and studied indefatigably to his ninetieth 
year, and at last, In 1849, “ died. learning.” 
He took all design for his province, but In 
surimono most experts grant his supremacy. 

His famous pupils, Hokkei and Hokuba, 
are generously represented in this colleo- 
tion; also the still more famous Gakutei, who 
loved brocades of gold and silver and softly 
splendid color expressed in minute crafts- 
manship, and who specialized in surtmono 
and never attempted the larger plates. Each 
of these three artists has frem twenty to 
fifty little prints, and a few plates are shown 
by Kuniyoshi, Kunisada, the delicate 
Shigenobu, and others. 

Of the surimono Edward F. Strangé of the 
South Kensington museum says tn his book, 
“ The Color Prints of Japan”: “ Innoother 
form of color, printing is so great a refine- 
ment displayed. The beauty of Hne, the 
brilllancy of coloring, the accuracy of reg- 
ister, and the telling use of gauffrage and of 
metal dusts, combine to produce an un- 
equaled effect. Some were made for sale by 
the professional designers; more were pro- 
duced by them for their own private pur- 
poses.”’ 

The present exhibition is the first of the 
kind to be held in Chicago.

Speaking of the minute ! art, one ie re- 
minded by every water color exhibition that 
American women are painting miniatures of 
extremely high quality, This year thé group 
of miniaturesseems even better than usual, 
although some of the more famous names, 
like Laura Hills and Lucia Fuller, are not 
in the catalogue. Strong new candidates for 
honors are entering the field every year, most 
of whom, quite appropriately, are women. 

In the present show Viola Steele of New 
York carries off the palm this year with three 
portraits whose entrancing delicacy of feel- 
ing and color can scarcely be too highly 
praised. Also the subjects are intimately 
expressed; they are intensely, poetically 
alivé. 

In a more realistic vein ‘‘ Mrs. Morgan and 
Son,’’ by Florence Kalker of Chicago, is 
another HMttle masterpiece 6f sympathetic 
portraiture. Three portraits by Meta Ire- 
land of New oYrk are so altogether admir- 
able that it seems odious to pass them with 
merely a word of praise; and Janet Serden- 
berg, another easterner, haa three or four 
almost as good. 

Marian Dunlap and Eda N. Casterlon, two 
Chicagoans, also show miniatures of fine 
quality, though the latter is not at her best 
this year. Jean Oliver Caroline Phillips, 
both of Boston, also do excellent work. 

Indeed the standard of beauty and fine 
originality attained by these women and 
others is so high that any honest critic must 
be amazed. 

The Newberry library is showing in its mu- 
seum for a few months the Bryan Lathrop 
collection of Whistler’s etchings and litho- 
graphs. This collection includes fine impres- 
sions of the most precious plates from the 
London and Venetian series, as well as other 
periods, of his work and boasts some early 


proofs and certain lithographs of excessive 
rarity:. It affords to Chicago art lovers a 
happy opportunity to study the artist whose 
fame begins to dispute even Rembrandt's 
time honored supremacy among etchera

Three of H. W. Ranger’s most recent land- 
scapes have just arrivéd at Reinhardt’s from 
the artist's studio. One is a forest clearing 
in early spring on a day of soggy earth and 
pale wet trees; another is a moonlight scene, 
rich in color, like a dark opal; and the third 
is a sperkling sunny view of the Hudson 
river and the distant city from the heights 
of Weehawken. The last two especially have 
that radiant purity of color which is the

While they 
approve of the beautiful buildings, the skilled attendance, and the condi- 
tions which generosity and studious attention to the physical needs of 
the unfortunates have placed in all the large cities for the care and cus- 
tody of the poor, the sick, the insane, the crippled, etc., they realize that 
behind and beyond walls of the institution there exist conditions 
nrhates of the institution. 


Must Work to Correct Men’s Abuses. 


How many institutions are there today in the great cities that are 
filled to overflowing for no other reason than that of social and economic 
conditions which tre permitted to exist? How much charity work is 
being done to ameliorate conditions caused by men’s abuses? I say to 
young women, stand out against such conditions being created! Help 
women not to require assistance! 

Every man who has within his breast.a single spark of tenderness 


do not want counterfeit equality, but real equality. 
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and humanity, who reads of the enormous institution population of this 
state, who possesses a realization of its daily Increase by leaps and 
bounds, who sees the buildings covering whole blocks in the city and 
square acres in the country, must, if he be not wholly selfish, ask Why 
is it? And where will it end? Man seems @ think he has discharged 
his duty by affording house room and keep; woman knows that the difii- 
culty lies beyond. If, prostitution were blotted out would there be a 
falling off of inmates in hospitals, in insane asylums, in foundling asy- 
lums? 

The mother rears her son. At 21 he stands on the threshold of ‘life. 
He votes. He feels his view of public matters is that of a superior 
mind. He becomes the president of a charity and his mind works along 
in the same channels. Absorbed in business, he gives little or no atten- 
tion to the social and economic questions. He cannot join women in 
their work. And he will not permit them to join him in his, They 
parted company the day he cast his first vote, for on that day he realized 
the state had fixed the unbridgeable gulf of sex. 

Women must be given the right to vote. 

Voting is not merely depositing a ballot to secure recognition. . Women 
They feel their 
impotence in the great work of ameliorating those conditions which lead 
to poverty, to the grinding out of human lives, to ignorance, and to the 
social evil. They need the ballot to work out better conditions. The 
ballot is power. 


‘what is their due. 


In. our American life it is essential that those who, 


seek to introduce reforms should possess power, . Women are stayed 
at the very inception of their enterprise by being stripped of power. 


There Is Place for Sentiment. 

Now and then there is given a demonstration of hysterical sentiment. 
Within the last few weeks some learned gentlemen have examined the 
brains of women and have compared them with the brains of men. 
They have satisfied themselves that by reason of the organic construe 
tion of the two sets of brains women must necessarily be quicker in 
intuition and hysterical, while men are slower in perception but more | 
accurate in judgment. Now how about the hysterical sentiment of 
raising the Maine in Havana harbor? Was it not one of the big forces 
the government is wont to play on the people? Was it not wasting 
money in sentimental dust thinking to blind the public? But whas 
lesson does it serve? 

Does the resurrection of the broken and crippled Maine from the 
eoze and mud of Havana harbor suggest no thought in common with 
raising the human derelicts from the slime and mire of the under Ife 
of a great city? Raise them, bedeck them with garlands and wreaths, 
and tow them out to the deep sea and sink them, Why was the Maine 
lost? What imbecility directed bet to the place of wanton sacrifice? 
And these derelicts, with whom we are so tender! But why are they, 
derelicts? How came they to be broken and storm: beaten; how came 
they to be loosened at their moorings and cast adrift? Was it fate? Is 
it fate?- \ 

No. The question should not be, How shall we house and feed ont 
care for the derelicts? It should be, How shall we prevent derelicts®? 
We admit prostitution is the prolific mother of disease; that disease 
saps the strength; that impaired bodily vigor destroys the tofler and 
makes him or her a derelict, But why prostitution? Is the working of 
women on starvation wages calculated to insure purity? Let us se - 
what five branches of female labor receive: 

Many women white goods workers over 21 are paid 6 cente an hown . 

Many women human hair workers over 21 are paid 9 cents an houn 

Many women fur workers over 31 ere paid 10 cents an hour, 

Many women retail clerke over 21 are paid 8 cents an hour. 

Many women laundry workere are paid 7 cents an hour, with no 
eetra pay for overtime, 

Let us compare a field of labor in which both men and women work 
together. Telegraph companies pay men as high|as $21.70, while the 
highest salary allowed to women for the same work is $14.75. al 


Must Destroy Social Germs.

To give to the people 
We want to improve the condition of working 
wgmen, to raise them in their own esteem, to battle against the wrongs 
that. have oppressed them for centuries, to give them full enjoyment of 
all their rights and privileges. All other charity comes as after the 
deluge. Let us build dams to stop the flow of impure waters so oe 
the virgin soil of life may not be polluted. 


Justice Needed More Than Charity. 


It is not charity but justice that is needed in this great rich country 
of ours. Then there will be no need of charitable organizations to undo 
the misery men have allowed to flourish by reason of inability to discern 
the requirements of women; and there will be no need of sitting on 
little platforms of righteousness with complacently folded hands deplorm 
ing existing conditions. Why attempt to better conditions you know 
you have made no effort to prevent? 

We women demand the right to vote and to use that vote to insure 
clean and health giving legislation in all directions. No man undex» 
stands the social economic conditions as well as a woman. She under 
stands the environment that is necessary to women and children, and 
when she comes into the possession of her rights she will seek to bring 
about by legislative enactment conditions that will relieve the one and 
a half million working women of this state of burdens that now bear 
heavily upon her.

Department Flooded with Questions. 


More questions are asked this department 
rdgarding the joint guardianship of chil- 


dren then “any other. People wish.to know. 


“what the laws are in the various states and 


whether they are just. William Hard is at 
present investigating this matter, together 
with the property rights of women for a 
magazine, and some one was observing not 
long since that he had his’ work pleasantly 
provided for the remainder of his life. 
Which is by way of saying that the material 
is too extensive and the necessary research 
too great to admit of the question being 
appropriately answered here. 


Mrs. Catharine Waugh M¢Culloch of the 
IHinois bar has written an article called 
“Joint Guardianship of Children ’’ for the 
Chicago Legal News, which has been re- 
printed in pamphlet form and is on sale for 
4 cents a copy at the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
headquarters, Fine Arts building. As she 
observes, the subject of guardianship cwuld 
have been treated a gentney ago in a few 


words. ‘ The father of the legitimate child 
was his sole guardian and the mother had 
no authority except such as the husbend 
gratuitously allowed her. She had, how- 
ever, all the duties. which the husband might 
put upon her. This meant that the father. 
decided about the childs food, clothing, 
medicine, school, church, home, associates, 
punishments, pleasures and taske, and that 
he alone could apprentice a child, could 
grant him for adoption, or control hie 
wages. 
~~ 


Many Kept in Ignorance. 
‘Many mothers were kept in happy igno- 
rance of such unjust laws, because their 
husbands voluhtarily yielded to them much 
of the authority over the children... But this 
was not so in all families, Many mothers 
took cases to Supreme courts, protesting 


againet the ‘absohute peternal power. When 
mothers learned what this sole guardianship 
meant, they urged legal changes. Our pres- 
ent guardianship laws, very few alike, show 
how women, each group alone in their own 
states, have struggled to mitigate the sever 
est evils of sole fatherly guardianship, espe- 
clally the guardianship of the child’s person. 


‘‘ Perhaps the greatest suffering came from 
the father’s power to deed or to bequeath 
the guardianship to a stranger and away 
from the mother, Most of the states now 


allow a surviving mother the sole guardian- : 


ship of the chili’s person with certain oon- 
ditions. Six states have not yet thus limited 
the father’s power: In Delaware‘ thefather 
may by deed or will name a guardian for his 
ohild. Florida has a similar provision. In 
Georgia, ‘he may appoint by will.’ In Ten- 
nessee ‘the husband may appoint by deed

that put forth by Mrs. Grace Duffield Good- 
win in her book on ‘ Anti-Suffrage,” just 
issued by Duffield & Co,, New York. §< | 

Grace. Duffield Goodwin has already 
achieved a wide reputation as a poet and 
sympatheti¢ writer on topics of special nter- 


est to women, being associated at one time, 


with Good Housekeeping as a member of 
the editoria] steff. She hes also done edi- 
torial work for religious papers and her 
poems have appeared frequently in many of 
the leading magazines and periodicals. 

In ag many chapters of her book Mrs. 
Goodwin gives ten reasons why she believes 
the ballot should not be given to women, and, 
like some other earnest opponents of suf- 
frage, she bases her arguments on the funde- 
mental facta of being, maintaining that * sex 
is a Gominant factor in this problem,” and 
“that it cam no more be disregarded than 
the operation $f any other natural law can be 
get aside.” 

“The avetage wien has as much brains 
as the average man, and average persons are 


' going to 4 the greater part of the voting, 


but the woman lecks endurance in things 
mental; her fortitudes are physical and spir- 
ftual. She lacks nervous stability. The sot- 
fragists who dismay Engiand are nerve sick 
women.” 

Pointing Suse that a wornan is ever at the 
mercy of her nature, often at i - limit of 
her nervous streneth, she asks: “ Wher:.

But Mra. Goodwin does not confine her- 
self to glittering generalities. She cites 
chapter and verse to account for the faith 
that is In her. Her analysis of one of the 
suffrage platforms, to which she devotes a 
chapter, might be used asa campaign Gocu- 
ment by the antis. 

She points out that there are no lews 
regula! night work for women in Oolo- 
rado, Idaho, Utah, Wyoming: that there is 
no time limit for women’s work In Idaho.

“have had equa! franchise for a sufficiently 
long time for working: women to have re- 
celved: all needed care at the hands of their 
sister women. The occupations are nét 
many, conditions not dificult. Why has 
not this care been given?’

‘These are pertinent questions, and the 
‘writer's investigations of conditions in suf- 
frage states evidently justify her in the 
statement that ‘the most careful observer 
cannot find any betterment of conditions 
commensurate with the overturning of p< ‘Itl- 
cal affairs, the increased electoral expense 
and the development of a corrupt class of 
women politicians. They must do betier 
than this to demonstrate to the nonsufirage 
states a reason why votes should be givep 
to women.” 

Mrs. Goodwin believes, and this is the posi- 
tion taken by all anti-suffragtsts, that 
“women do not need the ballot to accom- 
If they. are really in earn- 
est they can secure whatever they are will- 
ing to work for in the way of beneficent or 
remedial legisiation,’’ she declares, and 
furthermore submits the proposition that 
A can women, judged’ not by the individ- 
ual, the group, or the clase, but as a whole, 
are suffering under no wrongs which need 
for their redress the violent overturning of 
the entire political machinery of the nation 

She admits that individuals and groupe 
under existing conditions frequently endure 
injustice and suffer under wrongs that both 
suffragiste and anti-suffragists are eager to 
see righted, but both parties differ seriously 

as to the means to secure the desired end. 


@he presents her seshonil for opposing unl- 
versal adult suffrage (while admitting that 
@ Uimited suffrage for women with educa- 
tional and property qualifications might be 
feasible) in ten chapters under the captions 
“The Ballet Not a Right,” “ Difference in 
Fundamental Assumptions,” “ Foreign Con- 
ditions no Basis for American Action,” “ Four 
Classes That Constitute a Menace,” “ The 
Ballot and Industry.” “The Ballot and 


Vice,” “ Propertp Rights: the Loss of im- 
muntites end Priviieges,” “fiex @ Dommant 


Factor,” “Sex Antagonism,” “ Conditions 
in Suffrage States.” 

She submits first and forcibly that ‘the 
ballot is not a right denied; it is a burden 
removed, that there is no such thing as a 
‘natural right’ to’ the balloct,”’ a statement 
of fundamental fact for which many an anti 
has tried in vain to get a hearings The ballot, 
ashe contends, is an instrument devised by 
man for “the peaceful expression of the 
popular will in government” and eonferred 
upon men only who have fulfilled certain well 
known conditions. “ Women are made ex- 
empt from the exercise of political reeponsi- 
bility in view of the duties toward home and 
family which they are performing for the 
benefit of the state.” 

She submits further that “ the state will 
be harmed and not helped by doubling tte 
present electorate and adding to its present 
voting force a large number of unintelligent 
or careless voters ané @ sme!) number of 
thinking and competent women, who could 
do more effective work without the ballot. 
“In moral power the smal} minority might 
be equal to many thousands; with the ballet 
each Woman counts one, and no more.” 

Many women have felt these arguments 
but have not been able to formulatethem 80 
clearly. ‘They point to the legislation in 
favor of women and children which hes 
been brougtit about through the direct 
efforts of women’s clubs in many states, 
without the vote, and contrast it with the 
inferior protection for women and children 
in euffrage states, az before noted, and they 
believe that eventually intelligent and in- 
terested ‘will have by far the larger 
shere in this in@irect government.

” Mrs. Goodwin discusses vigorously the 


for the same work,” she asserts, .‘ because 
every employer knows that they seldom do 
the same work.” And, furthermore, she 
points out that a raised wage standard in 
nowise depends upon the possession of the 
ballot, but upon economic law, “a truism 
which the suffragets calmly disregard." 

‘Voting will not help a woman to do ag 
much work as a man, as hard work asa 
mah, of to receive the game wages as a Man. 
This le not equality of the sexes; it is 
‘speeding up’ the woman to the breaking 
point to make her reach man’s physical level. 
Were he reduced to hers the work of the 
world would be seriously hendicapped.”’ 

The little book is of special value in that 
it contains no violent denunciations of any 
cause or prophet. Its whole tond je re- 
strained and wholesome and it sounds a note 
of warning againet ungoverned actions and 
hysterical outbursts and the methods of war- 
fare which are “childishly lawless where 
militant, ignorant or crivel where pacific.” 

And in conclusion Mrs. Goodwin returns to 
the point from which she startei, deciaring 
that “ We of the majority insist that uil- 
versal adult suffrage will be @ menace to 
American government and to American 
womanhood an@ that ft is lacking in the fun-

Two well known Chicago suffrage leaders 
gave a reception last winter for Miss Ethel 
Arnold, (She didn’t come, but that bag 
nothing to do with this exposition. Her 
train was late, or something like that.) The 
hosteeses wished to invite every su ffragist 
in Cook county, and toward that end set 
deputies to work to make out lists. These 
proved most difficult to get. Some organ- 
izations, such as the Woman's party, hugged 
their membership lists tightly, for fear some- 
body might get their members away to some 
other organization. The result accomplished 
by the methods then employed, of each club 
president being furnished with a certain 
number of invitations to distribtte at will 
was that some women were invited five times 
and others not at all. One hostess at the 
reception proposed that a federation of suf- 
frage clubs be organized, in which every 
suffragist in the county should register her 
name and suffrage club. The measure went 
through, and the body is known as the Cook 
County Suffrage federation. 


After the preferential vote on suffrage @ 
large mass meeting was held, and it wag 
proposed that a federation be formed which 
should consist of the thousand women pres 
ent and as many more as wished to coma 
It waa to be for propaganda purely, and all 
that any member was to pledge herself te 
Go waa to put down her name and the form 
of propaganda work she wished to promote 
such as parior meetings, street spe 
campaigning. No dwes were imposed. This 
proposal also carried. Some one pointed out 
presently, however, that there was already 
a federation in existence. The latter organ — 
ization thereupon changed the word to alli- 
ance,

he, in the erection of his own residence, per- 


formed the tasks which are usually detailed 


to carpenters, Ihasons, and steam fitters. 

Father Foley began the.organization of the 
parish of Saint Ambrose just elght years ago 
—the first service being held in a'vacant store 
in Forty-seventh street in June, 1004.

Important 
It will be remembered that Discovery 
fieut. Seville lost his life 

while fying at Pau Cie Aviation. 
weeks ago. Examination of the wrecked 
machine, as well as testimony of syewit- 
nesses, proved that the wing of Seville’s 
monoplane broke downward instead of up- 
ward, showing that the pressure of air came 
from above instead of from un eath, as 
has Been hitherto supposed was 16 case in 
fatal acoidents..

Clock Attached to Base.

At- 
tractive of not, the basement is the first 
stepping stone of manyia prosperous business 
man of a later day. It is an anchor for 
many @ novice in business. 

* 
Sure Sign of Success. 

It is a belief with many business men on 
the west side that the man who started busi- 
ness in some basement or equally dismal 
place will never bea failure. And the belief 
is justified. There are good economic rea- 
sons why the man starting business in @ 
humble place should be successful. 

“ You see,” explained one man who ig the 
proprietor of a little store on a small street 
just west of Canal street, “the basement 
store affords a course of leastresgistance. “I 
had $300 when I went into business here. 
With that amount I could do nothing any 
other place, -If I were to rent any sort of 
a store on the street level I would have to 
pay $160 for the first month's rent and for 
putting the store in shape. Before I would 
get down to order goods for the store my 
money would be gone. And after I would 
have opened the store my chief concern 
would bé to pay expenses. 

“In the basement I have no high rent to 
pay and I have few other expenses. I need 


no help. Whatever profit I make stays with 
me instead of going to the landlord, the gas 
company, and to a clerk. This way I have 
saved—well, I don’t mind saying—cloge to 
$1,000 im the three years I have been here. 
Now I am looking around for a good business 
location above the street level. But I am in 
no hurry about it. I will stay here at least 
another year, save a few hundred dollars 
more, and then I think I can safely venture 
into business on a bigger scale.” 
* 
Change Hands Often, 

The extent to which’ the Dbasement ts the “ 
stepping stone to bigger and better stores 
and eventually to successful business estab- 
lishments in the loop district, ts seen in the 
rapidity with which the. basement stores 
change hands. There area number of “‘ busi- 
ness brokers” on the west side who make a 
comfortable living keeping track of these 
basements, finding purchasers for those who 
want to sell their stores, and stores for those 
who want to buy them. 


“ Three years fs about all that a man stays 
in one of these basements,” a business broker 
Baid. ‘' During that time a man generally 
acoumulated a sufficient sum to go into busi- 
ness on a bigger scale. I know hundreds of 
business men in all parts of Chicago who 
have made their start in a basement store 
fn the poorér districts. 


“ Many a smartly dressed, alert, and fault- 
lessiy polite business man behind a clean 
counter in the loop is only halfa dozen years 
removed from the era when he was a ‘ cock- 
roach merchant’ down in the ghetto where 
he haggled and bargained with the customer. 
The man has simply responded to his sur- 
roundings. As the owner ofa basement store 
he was frequently expressman. office boy, 
porter, proprietor, and salesm inone. He 
could not afford neatness then’ His loop suc- 
cess, however, goes back to the painstaking 
business training he received in those years 
when, like the busy ant, he spent eighteen 
hours a day fn the basement store,” 


Don’t Argue with Boss; Instead, Be Diplomatic. 


OES it pay to argue with the boss? 

A commission of experts which was 
looking ftnta the merits of scientific 
management in New York recently 
spent a lively half hour’ trying to 

answer this question, which was put by one 
of the workmen who was called into the in- 
quiry. 

What that rartioulee workman wanted to 
know was this: If the foreman or boss, 
grounded in the principles of scientific man- 
agement, telle you to do a certain job ina 
certain way, and you, ag an experienced 
workman, know that the foreman is wrong. 
that your method of doing it is superior to 
his, should you enter into an ergument with 
him to prove to him that your method and 
not his is the most efficient? 

. ‘The answer of the cémmission was to the 

effect that it never pays to “argue” with 
the boss or foreman, but that it is not only 
proper but advisable to “ suggest ” to him 
any method that might make for efficiency. 

What the commission brought out in its 
answer was the distinction between “ argu- 
ing’ and “suggesting.” An employé may 
easily bring about his discharge by “ giving 
the boss,an argument,”’ as the phrase goes, 
even when the employé is right. The same 
employé may, on the other hand, gain the 
friendship and regard of the employer by 
suggesting to him the things that are in his 
mind. \%

Must Be Diplomatic.

A remark made to 
the boss at one time may be an argument, 
and will be resented, while the same remark

the facts regarding all articles of food. The 
old way of testing eggs by sight, smell, and 
taste will be supplanted, as far as the govern- 
ment is concerned, by scientific methods, 
which will show the true condition of this 
popular food product. 

Dege and milk are two fooie much used 
for the kick, and as milk has had careful in- 
vestigation, it is now the egg’s turn. 

George Byron Morse, M. D., Ph. D., V. _ 
tm charge of the investigation of poultry 
diseases, bureau of animal industry, United 
States department of agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C., has this to aay on the subject: 

“The spirit of the moment has forced at- 

tention upon the egg largely from the yon, oid 

viewpoint. There have been recorded \in- 
stances of {llness after eating egge or food 
prepared with eggs. Tracing many of these 
cases down one has been compelled to be- 
lieve that many of them were due to the food 
mixtures containing bad milk, which today 
we well know i# capable of producing most 
serious iliness. 

“Thanks to an enlightened and aroused 
public sentiment we are gradually securing 
such intelligent sanitary supervision of the 
milk supply thet, at least in the large cities, 
those dreadful milk fatalities are becoming 
matters of memory. However, some of the 
cases of egg iliness recorded have been of 
guch a character as to cause suspicion to 
rest upon the egy. One such suspicion is 
to the bacteriological temper ifke the much 
feared red flag to the bull. It means that 
the bacteriologist will be right up and at the 


s ® 
Eggs as Article of Diet. 

This is wise. The egg is one of the most 
remarkable articles of diet we have. Mil- 
lions of eggs are consumed in both the raw 
and cooked state. The eating public, at any 
raté the sanitarians, to whom belongs the 
moral necessity if not the legai right to guard 
our eating, should know if danger lurks in 
eating the fresh egg raw or the stale egg 
cooked, For this information we turn tothe 
bacteriologist and ask: Does the egg con- 
tain bacteria capable of producing disease? 
Now we associate the chemist with the bac- 
teriologist in ‘our quizzing, and we ask: 
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Does the stale egg reveal evidences of decom- 
position? If so, is this decomposition due 
to the action of bacteria present or is it the 
result of certain chemical bodies known as 
enzymes? 

If bacteria are found tm eggs, we now ask 
the quésiion: How do they get there?

Microbes in Eggs. 

Does the egg contain microbes? We 
answer, it may or may not. That is to say, 
there are eggs that appear to be absolutely 
sterfie, and, again, there are eggs in the 
contents of which microbes, bacteria, or 


' mold# can be demonstrated. Poppe, in 1910, 


working in the royal health department in 
Berlin, came to the Conclusion that “* fresh 
laid eggs derived from hens that have not 
copulated are mostly germ free in thelr con- 
tents, whereas eggs laid by mated hens and 
as a rule fertilized may contain bacteria. 
Poppe speaks of this conclusion, derived from 
his own personal investigations, as being a 
complete corroboration of a view already in 
good standing. That is to say, such rep- 
utable writers as Burden-Sandergon (878), 
Schrank (1888), and Menini as late as 1908, 
had noted absolute freedom from bacteria 
in recently laid hens’ egga 

The scientists’ acceptance of this view is 
seen in the fact that certain workers pro- 
ceeded? to show why eggs were free from 
microbes, and we find Wurtz (1890), Turro 
(1902), and Horowitz (1902) claiming, as a 
result of their researches, that the reason 
for this freedom from bacteria ip due to the 
presence im both pHite and yolk of certain 
substances having power to destroy bao- 
reria. But Poppe, going clear back to 1878, 
says that we have to thank Zimmerman 
for showing us that only fresh laid eggs de- 
rived from virgin fowls are free from mi- 
crobes, whereas fertile eggs generally con 
tain bacteria, and therefore epoi!l more fre- 
quently than non-fertile egga

Suspended Judgment Best. 

If you do not know the other side of a 
question, the least you can do, as a person 
of any breadth of mind and understanding, 
is to suspend judgment. The man who wi!! 
not do so is surely and severely judged in 
his tufn. One needs beware of a man, and 
skeptical of his powers of understanding, 
who says frequently, and with the finality 
of Sir Oracle, ‘“‘ That’s my opinion!" The 
chances are a hundred to one that he has 
no opinions; only some arrogant prejudices. 
And any man should be watchful of him- 
self that he fall not into the habit of set- 
tling many things with this finality. Judg- 


ment is almost sure to overtake him, though | 


he will hardly have understanding enough 
to recognize why. 
So deadly is it to the vital powers of mind 


_ to hold opinions without being able to give 


reasons for them, and hold them the more 
stubbornly on thts account, that some one 
has spoken of “the deep slumber of de- 
cided opinions.” ‘The mind should be com- 
pelle@ to exercise with regularity and con- 
stancy its vital powers, and reasoning is 
one of its highest functions. 

Many a man has made a very bad opinion 
prevail because he has presented it with 
specious reasons:to those of unexercised un- 
derstandings. Mil) tells ue that “on any 
matter not self-evident there are ninety-nine 
persons totally incapable of judging it, for 
one who is capable, and the capacity of the 
hundredth is only comparative, for the ma- 
jority of eminent men of every past genera- 
tion held many opinions now known to be 
erroneous, and did or approved numerous 
things which no one will now justify. Why 
is it, then, that there is on the whole a 
preponderance among mankind of rational 
opinions and rational conduct? ” 

The answer to this question‘is that owing 
to a quality of the human mind, which is the 
source of everything respectable in man, 
either as an intellectual or moral being, his 
errors can be corrected, He can rectify his 
mistakes by experience and discussion—dis- 
cussion for the sake of interpreting experi- 
ence. ‘! Wrong opinions and practices grad- 
ually yleld to fact and argument, but facts 
and arguments, to produce any effect upon 
the mind, must be brought before it.” | 

* ** 
Reasoning Not Defendable. 

With the increase of understanding through 
the exercise of the reasoning powers comes 
that ability to be the one hundredth man who 
is a safe judge of a matter that is not self- 
evident. It is a strange thing that we can 


appreciate the value of a developed under- 


standing in judging teas, or wines, or silks, or 
diamonds, but altogether fail to understand 
its value in more vital and less concrete 
things; and that as this infallible Judgment 
of teas did not come by having opinions about 
teas which could not! be supported by facts 
with some difficulty acquired, so a judgment 
of conduct—the thing men most commonly 
think they have infallible opinions on with- 
out any training of judgment—cannot be 
safe unless backed by wide observation and 
experience in reasoning about conduct. 
Any increase of understanding through the 
acquirement of specialized knowledge in- 
creases the general understanding to some 
extent. A man who can hold his own in 
one field without fear or favor is prepared, as 
far as increased powers and confidence in 
himself is concerned, to hold ‘this own in an- 
other, yet it is very easy for him to be over- 
confident, overassertive. A man may be an 
almost infallible judge of teas or wines and 
be a very poor judge of character, yet his 
very habit of infallibjlity in one thing may 


lead him constantly to assert opinions on ° 


politics, business, etc., as though his judg- 
ment on these things was also infallible. 

There are only a few situations in life where 
@ man is called upon to openly defend his 
opinions, but in quite a particular sense the 
whole of any worth while existence is a 
successful encounter with all sorts of chal- 
lenges. He has to face those who are egainst 
him and act out his reason for the faith 
within him, even if he does not defend it in 
words. What Mill calls the most intolerent 
of churches, which certainly in this one re- 
spect at least showed itself tolerant above 
the most, thet is, the Roman Catholic, he 
mentions as admitting a “‘ devil's advocate” 
at the canonization of a saint. 

The greatest and most profitable of discov- 
erles have not gone unchallenged. To as- 
sume infallibility is to challenge the world, 
and yet strangely enough every man does 
usually in some one particular, if not in many, 
consider his opinions as without question 
right. He will agree to admit discussion on 
what he callsydoubtful quéstions, but will 
gay there are certain things—and he is not 
referring to the axioms—that cannot be 
questioned. In so saying he, of course, as- 
sumes infallibility. : ,

We tolerate, seemingly, almost anything tn 
the way of opinions nowadays, but the faust 
of this attitude is that we become indifferent 
to both good and bad, Moen suffer for their 
opinions as in times past, but in a different 
way, especially if these opinions are the prod 
uct of a highly developed understanding— 
they have too few companions, They also 
have the pain and grief of not being able to 
make the good prevail, although they are not 
actively persecuted. and run no chance of 
losing their lives as great ones in the past 
heve done. . Socrates, acknowledged master 
of all the eminent thinkers who have since 
lived, was put to death because he came into 
collision with what was the expreseed opin- 
ion of his time, and Christ wes crucified with 


felons.

HIL® tt @ true that with the ap- 

proach of spring there are fewer 

unemployed in British Columbta 

than a few months ago, it can hard- 

ly be denied that there are more 
than sufficient laborers in this province at 
present for any demands likely to arise in 
the course of the year. 

The immigration of laborers from tite 
United States to Canada should be discour 
aged until further developments have greatly 
changed the labor situation here. Immi- 
grants from the United States are bound to 
be disappointed because of the lower wages, 
higher cost of living, and the great uncer- 
tainty of obtaining employment. They 
ghould in no case come without sufficient 


means to keep them for some time im case 
they cannot obtain employment and to take 
them back to the United States if finally 
unsuccessful. However, larger numbers 
have, been attracted to British Columbia 
than can possibly obtain work, although the 
province is developing rapidly. Hardlya day 
has passed during this winter when the situa- 
tion of the unemployed in Vancouver has not 
been brought repeatedly to my attention by 
destitute Americans seeking assistance to get 
home. No less than 3,000 Americans have; 
permanently returned from Vancouver elone 
since Nov. 1. ¢ 

It should aleo be added that the lawe 
against vagrancy are very strict and rigidly 
enforced in Vancotver.

pendent upon her salary is a poor girl to 
have in their employ. This class of work- 
ing girl is prewalent among teachers. Tell 
the girls the next time they say they do 
not have to werk then that they should 
stay at home and give the girls who do have 
to work an honest fighting chance.

It {s best to sleep lying on the back ona 
hard matiress. without a pillow. Even better 
results are obtained by sleeping on blankets 
spread onthe floor. With the body in this 
position.the abdominal muscles are-in a state 
of tension and each inspiration and expira- 
tion of the breath brings them into play. 
The effect of this continuous exercise of por 
muscles during sleep is remarkable.

The fat of the body is made from a variety 
producing it from a particular class of food 
or focds, and somé persons are capable of 
materials more readily than from others. One 
may become fat from overindulgence in 
sweets, another from eating purely starchy 
foods, and taking large Muantities of beer, 
another from the excessive consumption of 
quantities of fat meat. Therefore a diet has 
to be selected in view si individual needs, 


* 

Various Systems of Diet. : 

There are various diectic systems for the 
treatment of obesity. In some cases, if the 
total quantity of food is diminished, no spe- 
cial diet is necessary. Often obggity is not 
due solely to overeating. But an ounce of 
food each day in excess of that which is 
needed stored in the tissues in the form of 
fat soon ee a considerable increase in 


the weight of the zody. In a year it would 


amount to many pouhds. 


Except in the case of those who inherit a 


tendency to be fat, most of the people af- 


flicted’ with too much avoirdupois eat too 


much ‘and exercise too little, or at least they 
have originally doneso. To reduce, you must 
cut down your. consumption of heat making 
units—sweets and fats. The quantity of 
food taken may be reduced as much as from 
one to two-fifths of the normal consump- 
tion. Eat as little of fats and starchy foods 
as you can get alonz with. Abstain abso- 
lutely from all al olic beverages.

Water the Only "Drink. 

It is advisable to take no fluid at meals. 
Drink all you want half way between meals. 
Hot water beverages, taken half an hour 
before meals and again at night and on 
rising in the morning, are beneficial, and 
there is less desire for liquids at meals. This 
advice cannot be followed, however, in case 
obesity is complicated with certain other dis- 
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eases, 


of fluid is imperative. 
Soups of all kinds are bad. What little 


fluid is allowed should be plain or aerated 


Water. Litte if any milk should be taken. 
Food should be as dry as possible without in- 
terfering with its flavor and nutrient value. 

Some advise eating any food one fancies, 
but only one kind at a meal. Naturally the 
appetite soon palls and you eat less. This 
is not a good plan. 

Fresh fruit and vegetables which grow 
above the ground, except the legumes and 
corn, are not fattening. 

Lean meat should form the basis of your 
diet, but care must be taken not to overdo 
in this respect, lest it give rises to serious 
digestional derangement. 

When all’s said and done, it sums up to 
this: Get a good system of muscle training, 
hold yourself down to a nearly abstemious.

The pathetic tale of the dying boy prince 
who begged for a.“ kiss from dear ma 
ma’ is historic. The physicians ear - 
strated in vain. The weeping mother could 
not refuse her child's last request. She 
pressed Her lips to his in a passionate fare- 
well. He died that day, she two weeks 
later of the' same disease, diphtheria that 
robbed her of her boy. 

Why multiply true stories of the fatal 
consequences of ignorance and rashness to 
build up what should need no support from 
“the profession * or fromthe laity? Cities 
are abolishing the common drinking cup 
at fountains and upon’tallway trains. 
Churches are deliberating solemnly upon 
the question of ‘individual communion 
cups,”’ boards of health condemn unequliyo- 
cally the practice of spitting upon the 
floors of public buildings and street cars. 
Or, as 4 Boston corporation {s reported to 
have posted in the station: ‘ Expectora- 
tion is strictly inhibited by legal enact- 
ment.’”’ 

Each wisely humane “ inhibition’ is a 

,direct recognition of the truth—and it isa 
terrible verity—of the prevalence in theair 
we breathe, the food we eat, the water we 
drink; and clinging to the clothes we wear, 
of innumerable “ germs” of disease, ever 
ready for “transmission by infection or 
contagion.’’

The festival of Juno Matrona 
took place in June. This festival lasted for 
several weeks, during which the altars were 
garianded with roses and piled high with 
offerings of fruit and grain. Pretty girls, 
dressed in white, their loose hair bound with 
flowers, danced and sang around the altars. 
The streets were thronged with girlish brides 
and youthful grooms hastening to the temples 
of Juno to be joined in wedlock. 

Juno was supposed to bave accompanied 
the life of woman from birth to death. She 
was recognized especially as the protectress 
of everything connected with marriage, and 
as such was called Virginalix Matrona. She 
brought happiness; good fo.tune, and a home 
alive with the laughter and prattle of chil- 
dren to those who honored her. This was 
especially true if the day chosen were that 
of the full moon, or the conjunction of the 
sun and the moon. i

Astrologer Called to Their Aid. - 
Just as June was the month of the young, 


May was considered the month of the old. 


The great Roman writer Plutarch was once 


asked why Jane was the month for brides and 
why May was unpropitious. He said, “May 
being between April and June and April being 


consecrated to Venus and June to Juno, those’ 


i > Rot to be slighted.” hs St? RP gee | 
Juno as a protectress of brides was stvied 
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-Parthenia and ‘as wach was associated with 


the phenomena of the heavens in the spring- 
time, when the return of dazzling light and 
warmth spread everywhere the blooming of 
new life. The town of, Argos was the oldest 
ard always the chief center of this worship 
of Juno. Here was her principal temple, and 
the gv-eatest fortune that could befall a bride 
was to be married at her altar. . 
In early times among the Saxons in Eng 
land and the Teutons in Germany the time 
of marriage was usually fxed, after a ‘due 
consultation of| the aspect of the heavens, 
which regulated every affair of importance. No 
marriage was performed. until the proper hour 
had been determined by the astrologers, and 
June was usually selected as the month. They 
used to say that June was the time of roses 
and love, while May never was the month 
of love. | Like the Romans a great festival 
especially dedicated to brides took place in 
June, when there was daciig and merrymak- 
ing. Many lovers deferred.their weddings for 
months so that|they might be married in the 
month of roses, — | 
For many centuries in England June has 
been considered as thé month of brides. An 
engaged couple who did not take advantage 
of this auspicious time for marriage were 
thought exceedingly \stupid. This is shown 


by the sayings they had associated with other 


times, such as “Marry in Lent and you'll 


live to repent.” Like the Romans they super- 
stitiously objected to the month of May for 
the celebration of marriagés. An old line 
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elaims “The girls are all stark naught that 


wed in May,” and an old poet declares “ May 


ncver was ye month of love.” An ancient 
proverb holds, “Who marries between the 
sickle and the scythe will never thrive.” __ 
A popular rhyme gives the following folk- 
lore relating to the days of the week on which 
weddings ought and ought not. to take place: 
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‘Monday for wealth, 

Tuesday for health, 
Wednesday the best day of all; 
Thursday for crosses, 

Friday for losses, 

Saturday no luck at all.” 


Among the early Christians, at the time of 
marriage the contracting parties. were pre- 
sented to the priest, by their parents, the 
couple joined their right hands and the bride 
was covered with a veil. According to St. 
Isidore of Seville, women wore veils, when 
they were married, as a sign that they must 
always be subject to their husbands, and be- 
cause Rebecca, when she saw Isaac, veiled her- 
self. . 

The orange blossoms are her crown to show 
that they must not break the tie of conjugal 
unity. In olden times the fillet was both white 
and purple, mixed, because the white signified 
purity of life and purple the lawful raising 
of children. Though her face is modestly 
hidden from the groom she has seen him many 
times before. Her face is hidden from him, 
but with her back to the assembled guests 
he is the first to look upon his bride when 
the veil is thrown back from her face. Only 
a small part of the old custom has been pre- 
served. | 

After the bride the bridemaids play a most 
important part. June bridemaids are sure to 


wear simple white frocks, probatty made of 
mull, with large straw picture hats trimmed 
with a mass of pink roses. They will carry 
large bouquets of pink carnations or white 
peas. 

. The June- bride no longer throws her bou- 
quet over a balcony to see which one of her 
maids will be lucky enough to catch it. In- 
stead they in turn hold her wedding bouquet 
long enough to make a wish, which, of course, 
will come true! 

Like all other weddings a June wedding is 
not complete unless there is a shower of rice 
hurled at the bride. Instead simply of show- 
ering the rice, they fill the old shoe with it, 
and hurl the shoe after the bridal couple as 
they leave the church. This custom was 
known many centuries ago in England and 
Scotland and was associated especially with 
June weddings. The usual idea is that the 
shoe is thrown for Inck, but possibly it orig- 
inally was meant-to be a sign of the renuncia- 
tion of dominion and authority over the bride 
by her father or her guardian. 

I have been asked where those’ who are 
married in June should spend their honey- 
moon. Certainly not in Europe in the heart 
of rush and bustle. Far more romantic and 
enjoyable is a cottage in the hills, where they 
can while away their time climbing mountains 
and enjoying wonderful sunrises and sunsets. 

Others may enjoy their honeynioon by rent- 
ing a cottage for a month near a picturesque 
lake not far from home, with a few rooms 
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and plenty of lovers’ lanes. Here work is: so 
light that everything is mere play. Their 
leisure may be spent wandering in the woods 
and enjoying the flaunting woodbines, the 
crimson clover, and the foxgloves blazing 
through the shadows of the underwood.

laid for at Key, which we “raised” early 
in the afternoon. 

Rum Key is|a coral island ten miles long 
by four (miles broad. Its low hills are ¢ov- 
‘ered with a stunted growth -of low bushy trees 
and there is only a light suggestion of the 
tropics in its appearance. There is a settle- 
ment on the southern shore, but no ‘harbor. 
The vesse’s that stop must anchor in the open 
roadstead and communicate with shore only 
when the winds are from a northerly quarter. 

A big sea had been rupning ami a shabby 
little native schooner had been lying for two 
days in the open roadstead awaiting a chance 
to comminiecate with ‘the shore. Upon. the 
day of gtr arrival the sea had moderated 
somewhat and for the first time in several 
days it wos possible to make a, landing.

We pai * little bit ‘neertain as to ade 
warmth. of our reception, for the place has a 
bad reputation, | and’ it therefare was desir- 
able to make an impression by ovr brisk Susi- 
nesslike way of ‘doing things. The gasoline 
launch was lowered with regular man o’ war 
smartness, and our shore going equipment was 
stowed on} board. We carried cameras, sweat- 
ers, bathing suits, towels, extra films, and a 
suppl of food in a haversack, for there was a 


possi lity that we entent cross the island to 


visit a cave which was ‘said to contain aborig- 
inal carvings in the rocks. 

We couldn't miss exploring a cave on an 
island with such a name as Rum Key, right 
in the heart of the Pirate Belt. 

The crowd on shore grew larger as we made 
our preparations for landing. The end of the 
landing stage swayed with the mass of black 

people that crowded on it. They were curious 
to see the mysterious strangers and also per- 
haps jwere somewhat interested to see what 
kind of a landing we should make. This per- 
formance promised to be a delicate and com- 
plicated one, for there still was a pretty re- 
spectable sea running and the waves dashed 
against the rickety piles of the pier-in a most 
forbidding way. The stage was about twelve 
or fifteen feet above the water and a rough 
sea ladder was the only means of reaching it. 

As oor Inunch puffed ‘merrily in toward the 
landing stage, the difficulty of landing be- 
came apparent. Two or three éfforts were 
made to reach the ladder, but the waves either 
carried us past it, or threatened to smash the 
launch againet the piles. At last we sncceedéd 
in teaching ‘the Qadder, which ‘was held se- 
cure! while the others scaled it. FY remained 
below with one heverseck, two caméras, ‘and a 
couple of sweaters, and the job of trying suc- 


- cessfully. tp hold) these articles. and hold the 


launch to the ‘seq ladder was somewhat diffi- 
cult for a man with only two hands. 
Now, I was especially desirous of making 


ve Naniting on Rum. Key. In view 
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important that they should be impressed right 
at the outset by a stern, unyielding, and mas- 
terful bearing. According to my plans they 
were to gaze upon me in awe and whisper in 
terrified accents, “Here is a man who will 
breok no treachery. We must be good while 
he és around.” 

Alas for these brave and militant plans! 
With my arms full of sweaters and cameras 
1 seized the sea Jadder, a wave carried the 
Jaunch out from under me, and I found my- 
self hanging in the water. When I reached 
the landing stage, I fear that the natives were 
not struck dumb with awe because of my 
commanding presence. I looked like a half 
drowned rat and large pools of water hastily 
formed wherever I stood. A broad grin spread 
over the faces of the Rum Key reception com- 
mittee and there was not a hostile look to be 
seen anywhere. | 

There was a musical sqush at every step I 
took as we proceeded along the pier, and I left 


‘behind me a wake of sea water. It was most 


embarrassing to one who had planned a spec- 
tacular and impressive landing. 

The settlement consisted of a few little 
white houses ranged in scattered 4ormation 
along the sides of a broad road leading back 
from the pier. The inevitable flag staff with 
the British flag stood near the beach and a 
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little white house was indicated as being the 
commissioner’s headquarters. A few palm 
trees wavéd their graceful fronds along the 
sides of the road and the general aspect of 
the place was pleasing. 

We called on the commissionet, a mulatto, 
and at ence began inquiring about the cave. 


Nobody seemed to know much about it. Some’ 


had heard that there was a cave up on the 
northeast side of the island, but had never 
been there. We found one big negro who had 
been there, but he said the trip over would 
be hard, on account of the jungle of scrub 
that interfered. He would guidé us over, he 
said, but we coultin’t go and come back be- 
fore dark. The distance. was about five miles, 
but the going was fearful. 


A couple of horses were secured and two 


of us started out with the big negro. His . 


description of the trails was inadequate. No 
words can describe them fully. For the first 
mile the road lay along the beaclf and was 
good. Then we struck hilly trails upon which 
the horses floundered over the jagged outcrop- 
pings of flinty coral. Low thorn trees over- 
hung the trail arid had to be warded off by 
vigilant and suffering elbows. At last we 
came to the limit, beyond which horses could 
not go. So they were tethered to some low 


bushes, and, with the big black ahead, we 
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plunged into a trailless growth of underbrush 
that could be penetrated only by a slow and 
burrowing process. There was a half mile 
of this and it was a long and painful half 
mile of stumbling and climbing before we 
emerged to daylight again. 

The sight that met our eyes when we reached 
the crest of the hill was inspiring. Far be- 
low us stretched the jagged coral outline of 
the beach, with great battering breakers thun- 
dering against it. The surf was appalling in 
its majesty and power. 

We picked our way over the rough coral 
rocks and soon reachéd the cave, which we 
explored with eager eyes. Ancient carvings 
showed dimly on the walls and the undis- 
turbed dust of ages lay deep on the rough, un- 
even floors of the cavern. The handle of an 
old spade was found and for a moment there 
was a hope that hidden treasure might be 
in the cave, but the big negro said he thought 
it might have been left by fishermen or by 
natives who had sought shelter here from a 
storm, 

Little pieces of seaworn wreckage were 
found on the shore and one long piece of 
bamboo, such as is used in the far east for 
carrying burdens, was disclosed. How far this 
piece of bamboo had come and. how long it 
had drifted on the seas before arriving here 
was a subject for speculation. 


The sun was setting before we began that 
frightful trip back, and for two and a half 
hours we plunged ahd burrowed and floun- 
dered through the silent and black ‘heart of 
Rum Key. 


By 9 o'clock we were on board our boat, 
and a few minutes later were sleeping as only 
those who have crossed Rum Key can sleep. 

Northeast of Rum Key, thirty miles away, 
is Watliags island. It has no safe anchorage, 
and at most times the full force of the big 
Atlantic rollers pound and batter its shores. 
The island lies out of the chain of Out islands 
and thus is detached in the loneliness of the 
ocean: A landing is possible only under the 
best of conditions, and in case of a storm the 
position of a small ship like ours would be 
most precarious. The captain of our yacht 
was afraid to attempt the trip to Watlings 
unless the conditions were perfect. He con- 
sidered it unwise to trust a powerboat out in 
the Atlantic where protection was tnavailable 
in case a real storm came up. 

And yet it seemed desirable to go to Wat- 
lings island, because of its sentimental signifi- 
cance. It was on Watlings that Columbus is 
said by many to have made his first landing. 
Having already done Cat island it was thought 
that Watlings should be added if we were to 
be certain of having visited the first spot in the 
western hemisphere touched by the ¢reat navi- 

If conditions were favorable we Were to 
try to make the run the following morning, 
and so it was with pleasure that we heard 


‘the thrash of the propellers at 5 o’Aock and 
saw a serene sea through the port holes. — 


At 7 o'clock we’ anchored Of a desolate 
stretch of beach’on thé southern side of the 


‘ island. Low ledges of coral made a lauding 
from ‘whale boats difficult, bat by cru:-ing 
‘further along ‘the shore a sandy beach Was 


found. Here we landed. A. broad ‘white 
stretch of sand. clittered ‘vith sea weed, ex- 
tended far to the eastward, and the low hills 


g 


that came down to the sand were thickly cov- 
ered with stunted brush and bushes. Colum- 
bus, in his journal, describes his first land- 


fall as being as beautiful as Vallanibrosa in’ 


June, but it seems difficult to imagine any- 


bedy, even after seventy days at sea, finding ~~ 


any such beauties in Watlings. It is a bleak 
and unlovely island and it hasn’t a smile in 


the whole landscape. There is no suggestion ina 


of the tropics. Its hills are low, its shores 


unfriendly, and aside from its historical sig-— 3 fe 


nificance, there is nothing to attract visits 
to it. 

The first thing that struck our attention. 
was a, great chest lying on the beach. It had 
a must piratical look, and we hastened to iv 
spect it. Doubtless it had been washed ashore 
from a wreck, for it was empty and it lacked 


the iron bound look of a real treasure chest,-- 
but it was a “chest,” and it furnished ma 


terial for several photographs. 


Two old negroes came hobbling down tie 


beach to inspect the strange visitors. They 
‘were ancient mariners, with grizzled beards 


and wrinkled faces: their clothes were tah ~~ 


tered and torn and perhaps had been worn for 
many years, or since the two old men had bo" 


sailors, for the clothes had the unmistakabie Ss 


cut of sailor clothes. I made a sketch of them 
and little by little their history was revealed. 
One had been on the island forty years, the 
other only a slightly shorter length of time. 

One of them originally came from George 
town, Demararaland, had been married twice 


‘and had fourteen children. Both wére wreck- Rieke 8 
ers by profession and they discussed the ethics = 


of their business with the simple faith of men 


who believe in the creed of the wrecker—that | 


to the natives belongs the ship that founders 
on their shores. 


There had been many wrecks on this island, — 


they said. The lIgst one was a British ship 
and it was a great disappointment from the 


wreckers’ point of view. The captain of the oe 


ship refused to surrender his ship, fought them 
off with pistols and destroyed articles rather 
than give them to the wreckers. r 


The two old men seemed to consider that 
the British captain had not played the game ~ 


fairly and that he had done a great wrong 
the wrecking community. This illustrates how 


people look .at things from a different point of ~ 


view and how people engaged in nefarious 


work may often succeed in convincing them — 


selves that their own point of view is right 


We find the same point of view maintained fie 


by certain benefidiaries of an excessively high 
tariff. ‘They see only their own side of the 
matter and ‘any ‘attempt to deprive them of 


their special privileges is revolutionary and — 


unjust.

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HE expenses of a fashionable wedding

\ ‘be kept in their right place has been 
told ‘and retold:e A homely adage .says 

that mothers-in-law are to be tolerated 

bot not really to be enjoyed. This same atti- 


_- tude is taken among primitive peoples, but 
- not always for the same. reason. Some savage 


men think that their mothers-in-law are su- 
_ pernatural beings, and others think if they 
come near them they will cast an evil spell. 

Ernest Crawley, who has investigated. this 
E eligact, says that there is no savage custom 


which has so increased the gayety of civilized 


nations as the common taboo between a man 
- and his mother-in-law. Among early peoples 
this « custom forms a real part of the sah 
‘system, and is a result of the “ ngia ngiampe ” 

relation of marriage. The taboo also is found 
between wives and their fathers-in-law, and, 
. though: far. Tess common, between other rela- 
tions by marriage, as between the husband 
and his sisters-in-law, the -wife and her 


_brothers-in-law and in a few cases irrespect- 


ive of sex, but by far the commonest form. is 
the mutual avoidance of husband and wife's 
mother. 

“This is especially true of the Zulus, whe: 
have a feeling for their mothers-in-law which 
“amounts: to reverence. The Zulus are a war- 
like people, having little fear, even of their 
greatest enemy, but they stand in awe of 
their wives’ mothers, because the mother-in- 
law is considered a supernatural being.

trothal. In most of the tribes of New South 
Wales there is a taboo between a man and 
his mother-in-law as soon as the betrothal is 
made known. | AN points regarding their en- 
gagement are arranged between the girl's 
father and the young man. This feeling is 
carried so far that the girl’s mother pays no 
more attention to him than if he were a 
stranger. In some Victorian tribes the girl's 
mother and annts may not look at the suitor 
nor speak to him from betrothal to death. 
When they speak in each other’s presence they 
have to use a “turn-tongue,” for ‘it is con- 
sidered a dreadful offense to speak the 
mother-in-law's name and that of her’ sisters. 
*& 
Wife Shuns Father-in-Law. 


Likewise, the wife is supposed to shun her 


father-in-law and all her husband’s male rela-: 


tives; she dare not talk to them under any 
circumstances. She shrinks from her father- 
in-law as much as her husband does from his 
mother-in-law. This is not limited to their 
addressing each other; neither is allowed to 
mention his mother-in-law and father-in-law. 

This custom has given rise to an almost 
distinct language for the women and another 
for the men. This formal arrangement seems 
to be agreeable all around. As a man from 
New South Wales says, “I: like my mother- 
in-law, fine mother-in-law; I look at her, and 
she looks at me. We never quarrel, because 
we never talk. If you don’t talk to your 
mother-in-law, you can’t quarrel, but you will 
love her.” 

When usked what his wife’s attitude was 
toward his father, he replied: “ She likes her 


father-in-law : she thinks him a fine man; but 
she never speaks to him.” 

A modest mother-in-law not only refrains 
from speaking to her daughter’s husband but 
she hides her head when she sees him. If 
she meets him on the road; where she cannot 
hide her face, because she lacks a covering, 
she will hasten to tie a piece of grass around 
her head to show that she has no desire to 
speak to him. 

There are peoples where a woman considers 
the worst fate that can befall her is to catch 
a glimpse of her son-in-law’s face, or even his 
eyes. She is sure that this is & bad omen, and 
means trouble for herself and for his family. 
This is especially true of the Arawaks. One 
writer, who has spent much time among these 
peuple, says the somin-law may not see the 
face of his mother-in-law, and if they live in 
the same house they are obliged to keep on 


‘opposite sides of a partition. 


x * 
To See Mother-in-Law a Calamity. 

The Australian tribes have the same feel- 
ing of dread about having any friendly rela- 
tions with a mother-in-law. The husband and 
his wife’s mother avoid each other scrupu- 
lously. If a woman passes within a hundred 
yards of her son-in-law she covers herself. If 
she belongs to a tribe wearing cloaks, she 
covers herself from head to foot with her 
mantle. ; 

One day an American traveler happened 
upon one of these women, who was weeping 
and pulling ber hair. When‘asked what had 
happened, she cried: “I am lost, I am lost. 
I have dpesroyed my family.” 


‘How is that?” the man asked, believing 
that ahe had committed some dreadful crime. 

When she had controlled her feelings to 
the point where she was able to speak, she 
exclaimed: “I have spoiled my happiness. my 
daughter's happiness, and her son's. I saw 
ny son-in-law, and | did not have time to 
cover my face when he passed.” 

This episode is in keeping with Mr. Curry’s 
testimeny. He spent some time with the 
Australians, and says that “ when a girl has 
been promised to a man in marriage, or when 
she is married, the man and the mother of his 
wife or betrothed scrupulously avoid each 
other’s presence. Should the mother-in-law 
require to pass even within a hundred yards 
of her son-in-law she covers herself. This 
may sound strange, but in the tribes of the 
Mary river and Bunya-Bunya country the 
feeling is more intense. The mother-in-law 
yrust net look at her son-in-law at any time; 
they believe that if she did he would go mad 
and would go and live in the bush like a 
wild man.” 

The Banyai men have such respect for their 
wives’ mothers that if they meet them they 
must kKmeel, and if they are seated it must 
be with bent knees: they cannot even put out 
their feet toward her.. If a man violates these 
conventionalities he ‘is ostracized by the com- 
munity, and it is sufficient grounds for a 
divorce. 

Many of the African tribes have the same 
feeling in this matter. As a Congo proverb 
runs, “My mother-in-law is angry with me, 
but what do I care? We do’ not eat from 
the game dish.” 


Among the Bondei the ptospective bride- 
zroom does not eat with his betrothed after 
setrothal, nor with his father-in-law ; nor does 
the girl eat with him or his parents. In Hal- 
inahera the son-in-law, when in his wife's 
house, may not eat out of vessels used by 
ner parents, and the same prohibition applies 
to her when she is in his home. The same 
feeling’ exists as to calling them by their 
right names. - 
* 

Bondeian Doesn't Eat with Betrothed. 

In Wetar a man never speaks of his wife's 
mother as “my mother-in-law,’ but as “ my 
mother,” and he always honors his father-in- 
law by speaking of him as his father. Thus, 
the father-in-law of Jadet is called the “father 
of Jadet.” Among other tribes, if a woman's 
name is Madamar, the motHer-in-law is mcn- 
tioned as the “ mother of Madamar,” and the 
father-in-law as the “ father of. Madamar.” 

There are many explanations offered for this 
relation. Sir J. Lubbock traces it to marriage 
by capture. He says that “ when the capture 
was a reality, the indignation of the parents 
also would be real; when it became a mere 
symbol, the paréntal anger would be symbol- 
ized also, and would be continued even after 
its origin was forgotten.” — . 

Prof. E. B, Tylor gives another explana- 
tion for this formal relation. He says: “ This 
custom is due to the idea that the husband, 
for instance, when coming to live with his 
wife’s parents, is regarded as an outsider, not 
one of the family, and is therefore not recog- 


nized.” 


ow Sleep Can Either Lengthen or Shorten Your Life. 


SCIENTIFIC club has been wharted 

in London for the purpose ‘of study- 

ing the value of sleep and how to 

sleep. It is the work of men who 
sentled that sleep is as important a part of 
our life as work, recreation, etc. 

They have already discovered certain 
truths. In the first place, sleep, to be sweet, 
must be dreamless. Perhaps no sleep is 
really that, but when we use the word we 


mean that there is no recollection of any | 


ss. ' 
it sleep is too light it does not give the 
mind, the muscles, and the nerves that are 
supposed to relax enough rest. Higher up 


on the. seale we come to the kind of sleep _ 


that is exhausting. Between these two is 


the level of good, sound sleep which is the 


most prized of possessions. 


No one knows what really happens when 
we sleep. To understand sleep completely 
would be to know what mind and conscious- 
ness are. 

Our whole body is never at rest at one 
time—the whole nervous‘ system cannot af- 
ford to sleep. | 

There are certain functions that must %e 
performed even during sleep; breathing must 
continue, and the control of the heart, each 
of «which involves the activity of certain 
nerve cells. 

Nevertheless everything goes easier durinz 
that time. 


The muscles are relaxed, giving less strain 


to the nerves and organs that are really et 
work. The need of sleep is important, fer 
during the peried of sixteen hours wnen we 
wake there is a ceaseless and watchful func- 


tionimg of millions of nerve cells that are 
wearing out and must be restored and re- 
paired. 

Sleep means the relaxation of all emotions 
and this is a costly business as far as tue 
wear and tear of nerves are concerned. 


Sleep is, above all, rest for the brain more 
than fer other parts of the body. It is 
closely related to disease in the brain, and 
mang people go insane because they have 
not #een trained how to sleep properly. It 
is pet eo much how many hours we sleep or 
when we sleep as how we sleep. 

Seme people need eight hours for sleep, 
while ethers get the same amount of rest 1 
five hours. When the evidence on this sub- 
ject is all summed up we see that Shak- 
epenies monugnt put in the mouth of Ma> 
beth is true, that sleep is the chief nourisher 
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at life’s feast. Or, as the French put it, 
somewhat less forcibly, “‘ Who sleeps, dines.’’ 

Who knows how to do this does nfuch 
more, for sleep is the @ief nourisher at life’s 
feast. This is proven in a severe case «f 
iliness. It matters littl how small an 
amount of food a patient gets so long as it 
is nourishing. But it is all important that 
he get plenty of rest. 

Prof. Mosso of Turin, by careful experi- 
ments, has proven that when we are sleepy 
the blood in the brain becomes less. To pro- 
duce sleep the quantity of blood must be 
diminished in this part. This explains wky 
the feet should be kept warm, so that the 
blood does not rush to the head. 

The sleeping brain is one in which there 
is less blood than in the waking ‘brain, 
though if it is deprived of too much ood 
the brain will not rest. 


In some éastances this feeling no longer 
exists when a child is bern, because the 
coming of a baby means that the union is 
permanent. This is seen by the fact that a 
ran ten lives with his wife's family until 
they have children, and then he sets up a 
home of his own. It is likely that this cus- 
tom is closely assoeiated with the ideas that 
draw hard and fast lines about the family, 
which has made fer its solidarity.

New Version of Old Relation. 

Ernest Crawley says: “This new life with 
a new woman, whose mother is in a position, 
as mother, to guard her daughter and see to 
her son’s behavior, is a reproduction of the old 
life when his mother-in-blood regulated the 
household and separated the children. It is. 
the same picture with higher lights anu deeper 
shadows. He again lives under one roof with 
that damgerous creature, woman, b t in the 
new relation of wife; he again has a mother 
controlling to sotie extent the new relation, 
which is a new version of the old, but she is 
his mother-in-law.” 

Even when this feeling does not exist there 
is a pretense of this feeling.-Mr. Yate tells 
the following story of a Macri wedding: The 
bride’s mother came to him and said that she 
was pleased with the match, but Lad to make 
believe that she was angry, or, as she pat it, 
that she must be angry about it “ with her 
mouth.” He says that when the mother met 
the bride, the bridecroom. and the precession 
she wore an ugly look. pulled her hair. and 
commenced to rage. To the missionary who 
had brought about this match she eaid: * Ah, 
rou white missionary, you are worse than # 
devil, for marrying this white man to my 
daughter. I will tear your eyes onc” When 
she had finished storming she said in paren- 
theses, “ This is all mouth.” 

But these are more than words, and have 
a deeper significance than idle jest. As Ernest 
Crawley says, “ The Germans have the pro- 
verbial phrases, ‘ Schwiegermutter, tewfelsun- 
terfutter, tigermutter,’ and in English we have 
the expression mother-in-law and daughter-in- 
law as a tempest and a hail storm. The reason — 
underlying both the primitive and the civilized 
form of this phenomenon is the same, thouzh 
the religious meaning has evaporated from the 
latter. The modern husband resents ber inter- 
ference, to which he half consciously knows 
she has a right, being of the same sex as his 
wife, an older woman, and her mother, and 
she does not quite trust him tn her‘anziety for 
ber daughter's welfare. But now and then 
the mother-in-law is avoided precisely because 
she is the mother-in-law.”

| DROUGHT BROKEN 


OVER WHEATBELT 


.| Rains in Kansas and Nebraska 
Cause Free Liquidation ~ 
and Sharp Decline. 


CORN VALUES ARE LOWER. 


Greatest Weakness in Near Deliv- 
ery; Oats Break in Sympa- 
thy; Provisions Quiet. 


Reports of good rains in Kansas and Ne- 
braska caused free liquidation of wheat hold- 
ings and gave the bear element the first real 
outing they have had for a fortnight. Crop 
experts sending in reports from various sec- 
tions still claimed some damage and not 
enough rain, but they gave enough assurance 
to create the belief that the drought had 
been broken. This caused a stampede of 
both big and little holders, and this brought 
at one time a decline of 2%c from Friday’s 
close, but the net decline for the day was %c. 
It was the fear of some such situation ag this 
developing: suddenly which has kept the 
trade withjn bounds for the last day or two, 
when the crop news was bad enough to have 
forced prices up at least 2c per bu. 


Rains Bring Expected Slump. 

Everybody knew that the first few showers 
over Kansas and Nebraska would precipitate 
excited selling and a break. A few points 
had heavy rains, others had light showers, 
and in some sections none fell. There ig no 
doubt but that the crop outlook hag im- 
proved, temporarily at least. The forecast 
js for clear and warmer weather over the 
western estates today. The closest observers 
of the situation say that if this develops 
into real hot weather out there the moisture 
of Friday night and Saturday may be quickly 
evaporated or counteracted early during the 
current week. It was such a feeling which 
caused the closing rally and narrowed the 
closing range. 

Good Buying on Decline. 

At the decline there was fairly important 
buying, but much of this was by cautious 
shorts who have learned to be “ gun-shy ”’ 
on over Sunday surprises. Nevertheless a 
great deal of the buying was probably done 
by the larger longs who did not believe that 
the critical situation as reported to be exist- 
ing in Kansas and Nebraska had been en- 
tirely relieved. The decline stimulated a lit- 
tle more inquiry for cash wheat, but part of 
this possibly would have come anyway fol- 
lowing the expiration of the May deal. Gen- 
eral crops advices were much improved in all 
sections. Local receipts for the week were 
255,000 bu, asagainst shipments of 553,000 bu. 
Cash sales were reported at 16,000 bu, but 
were probably somewhat larger. Primary 
receipts. were 258.000 bu, against 345,000 bw 
last year. For the week they were 1,970,000 
bu, as compared with 3,167,000 bu last year. 
Receipts were 20 cars, with 12 cars estimated 
for Monday. 

Liverpool prices were % to 44 lower, with 
some realizing on pressure to sell Indian and 
Manitoba, parcels. Shipments from the for- 
mer country were heavy, being 2,220,000 bu. 
Paris wheat was %c lower, with flour off 2a. 
Buenos Aires wheat was unchanged. 


, Corn Suffers Badly. 

The change of sentiment in wheat had an 
adverse effect upon corn. prices, which suf- 
fered an extreme decline, the market verging 
on a panicky condition for a time and finally 
closed % to 2%c lower. The greatest weak- 
mess was in the near delivery. Offerings 
came from the country on a more liberal 
scale, though by no means great in volume. 
There was much liquidation by tired and dis- 
gusted smal longs and some suspicion that 
the leading longs here had been selling under 
cover. What Mttle support there was came 
largely from timid shorts to whom profits 
have for a long time been strangers. Weath- 
er conditions were generally favorable and 
the outside markets were as weak as this. 
Receipts here were 459 cars, with the esti- 
mate for Monday 472 cars. Primary receipts 
for the week were 3,298,000 bu, as compared 
with 2,088,000 bu the preceding week and 
6,584,000 bu last year. 

Good Weather for Oats. 

Oats did not suffer as severely as wheat 
and corn, but at the close showed a loss of 
% to 1%0. Weather and crop news was all 
that could be desired, the rains reported over 
a large part of the belt being of a beneficial 
kind. Primary receipts for the week were 
12,149,000 bu, against 4,868,000 bu last year. 
Pstimated cars for Monday, 162, as compared 
with 178 received on Saturday. 

Provisions Are Quiet. 

Provisions were comparatively dull, prices 
being unchanged to 2%c lower. There was 
much covering by the larger shorta, who 
acted under cover of the grain weakness. 
Ribe were given moderate support from the 
packing interest. The advance in hogs early 
was a sustaining factor. The cash trade was 
quiet. eares receipts for Monday, 38,000 
hogs and’ 140,000 for all nebt week.
